“ Oneof the most stupendous pieces of crim- 
inal negligence that heve ever come to the 
notice of the jury as individuals or 
otherwise is the handling of the university 
funds by the President of the defunct bank. 
One hundred and thirty-one thousand dol- 
lars have apparently been lost in the wild- 
cat méthod of banking in vogue carried on 
under the eyes and pretended supervision 
of the Btate Auditor. Bonds to the amount 
of a quarter-of a million belonging to the 
endéwment fund of the University of Illi- 
nois, which should be the most sacred of 
funds, designed to be used for the education 
of the youth of the State, have been dissi- 
pated and have gone the way of other assets 
of the bank. was no authority of any 
kind, either in the trustees of the State Uni- 
versity or in the Treasurer, to use a single 
one of the bonds for any purpose. 


Hypethecation of the Bonds. 

“The organic law creating the University 
of Illinois provided that the misappropriation 
of such funds should be a criminal offense, 
and apparently without any consideration of 
the law or of the rights and interests of the 
State at large, without the knowledge or 
consent of the trustees of the university, 
these bonds were hypothecated by the Presi-

Member ofa Large Firm Declares They 
Have Been Shamefully Treated by 
the British Government.

London, May 1.—A leading member of one 
of the oldest and largest Victorian sealing 
houses, who is temporarily in England, giyes 
the views held by the Canadian or pelagiv 
Sealers on the latest phage of the sealing 
question. He said: 

“To talk of extending the cicsed season 
until the end of August means absolutely a 
deathbilow to Canadian eealers. Under the 
existing arrangements Victorian schooners 
starting for the grounds in time for Aug. 1 
can only reckon on six weeks, and only then 
under the most favorable conditions. If the 
time be extended as suggested we couid at 
the very most only hope for one week’s seal- 
ing, and, as the weather is tsually very 
bad, the chances are that sealers would re- 
turn without a single skin. 

** So far as an extension of the closed zone 
to 200 miles is concerned I am of the opinion 
that that would equally prove a deathblow 
to Canadian sealing. As it is the fishing 
banks are weil within the sixty-mile limit. 
What can be hoped for if for an extra 140 
miles we are prohibited from sealing? 

Canadian sealers fee] that they have been 
shamefully neglected by the British Gov- 
Despite the representations of the 
Dominion Government to the imperial au- 
thorities, the position today is worse than 
ever. It is a perfect farce to send out every 
year scientific commissions to study the

Lord 
Salisbury, Mr. Balfour, M. Hanotaux, and all 
the others have been proved to be false 
prophets. The Turke and Greeks have been 
fighting desperately for two weeks and the 
danger of a general war, which was used 
by the English Government to suppress even 
expressions Of sympathy with the Arme- 
nians and Cretans, is less, apparently, than 
before a gun was fired. 

Private advices from Constantinople say 
that immense misery and loss have been 
caused by the war to the Greeks resident 
in Turkey, hundreds of whom are prosperous 
merchant traders and shopkeepers. Greek 
capitalists in Salonica and Smyrna have 
been ruined, and only the uninterrupted suc- 
céss of the Turkish arms, which has kept 
the Mussulmans in good humor, has pre- 
vented wholesale pillage and magzacre in 
those eitien. The good humor, however, has 
been merely comparative, and any. small 
thing may change it. The Greeks who have 
not been expelled in accordance with the 
imperial decreeat the outbreak of the war 
have been subjected to all manner of perse- 
cutions, except that acfual killing has rot 
yet commenced.

‘Havana, via Key West, Fla., May 1.—The 
port of Banes, in Santiago de Cuba, held by 
Gen. Calixto Garcia, and 6,000 Cubans ever 
since the Laurada landed Roloff’s expedition, 
has been recovered by the Spanish combined 
army and naval forces under Gen. Gomez 
Ruberte and Admiral Navarro. 

The Spanish forces combined at Nipe, and 
Gen. Gomez Ruberte formed his forces, con- 
sisting of two columns, including 700 marines, 
400 navy, and 1,200 infantry, commanded 

respectively . by Lieut.-Col. Cristobal 
Nunez and Lieut.-Col. Ayala,, acconi- 
panied by the chief of staff, Lieut. -Col. 
Kindelan, a native Cuban. Both columns 
boarded the Spanish fleet under the com- 
mand of Admiral! Navarre. This fleet was 
composed of the flagship La Gazpi and the 
men-of-war Reina Mercedes, Neuva Espafia, 
Madalienes, Vasco Nunez, De Baiboa, Ga- 
licia, and Ligera, and protected by artillery 
landed under a heavy fire from the insur- 
gents’ musketry at Ramon Peninsula, off 
Banes, losing during the removal of the 
troops one killed and seventen wounded. 

Meanwhile the. marine forces in armed 
boats were sent to reconnoiter at the en- 
trance of the Port of Banes, They suc- 

ceeded in removing three wire cables and tor- 
pedoes. The Neuva Espafia was the first 
boat to enter the Port of Banes. The-:Ligera 
followed, with Admiral Navarro, Gen. Ru- 
berte, and his adjutants on’ board.

SAILORS CRAZED BY COLD AND HUNGER 


Half Dead Survivers of the Wrecked 
Vaillant Tell of Their Awfal 
Sufferings. 


St. Johns, N. F., May 1.—[{Speciai.}—Ever 
since the arrival of the ooner Victor 
Eugene on Tuesday evening ‘with the four 
survivors of the brigantine Vaillant, which 
crashed into an iceberg and foundered with 
dreadful loss of life, the people of St. Pierre 
have been anxiously looking for news of the 
other dories which put off from the ill-fated 
vessel, 

Today the brigantine Amedee arrived from 
St. Malo, having aboard four more members 
of the Vaillant company, who were saved 
from a boat in midocean on Apri) 20. The 
four castaways were unable to walk, and 
had to be carried ashore on stretchers. Two 
of them will lose their legs and arms and the 
other two their feet. 

Eugene LeBlanc, who has come through 
the ordeal best, says: 

* On the night of April 14 we atruck an ice- 
berg off Flemish Cape 120 miles east of 
Newfoundland. I made for the deck, crowds 
of men followed me half dressed. The Cap- 
tain and mates tried to form the men into 
companies and get them to launch and pro- 
vision the boats, but they were panic-strick- 
en. We had a lifeboat, jolly boat, and scven 
dories. They were tossed overboard and 
pome thirty men jumped into them. Three 
or four dories were overturned and many 
men were drowned. 

“Our boat was launched over the stern, 
the Captain in command. We tried hard to 
get some stores, but the ship went down. 


| Our boat held twenty-one, most of us with 


ecarcely any clothing on. The-Captain’s 
dog was with us. The second day many were 
very ill and all hungry. We chewed the 
leather about our clothes, 

“ The next day fourdied. Wewere famish- 
ing and decided to kill the dog and eat it. 
When we sucked the warm blood three or 


-four seamen went almost crazy. They 


wanted to eat all the flesh right then, and 
when we opposed this they set on us anda 


| struggle ensued in which many were hurt, 


but we won, and only a little plece was 
served out. 

“ We were floating about among the ice 
and broke off. pieces which quenched our 
thirst: The cold during the nighte was 
dreadful. It killed off seven more men that 
night and we threw the bodies into the sea. 
But for the extra clothing we got from the 
dead men we would all have perished. The 
next night some more died, and more again 
the next day. After that I don’t know much 
about what happened. We finished the dog 
that day and a couple jumped overboard, I 
think. I don’t know rightly.”’

EARTHQUAKES IN THE WEST INDIES. 


At Point-a-Paitre Houses and Charches 
Are Thrown Down and Four 
Persons Killed. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY ANDERSON J. SORN.] 

St. Thomas, West Indies, May 1.—[Copy- 
right, 1897.]—Full reports were received to- 
day from the Island of St. Christopher 
(popularly called St. Kitt’s) of severe earth- 
quake shocks that were felt there on Thurs- 
day. Word also comes from the adjacent 
islands of Antigua and Montserrat that 
seismic disturbances were experienced 
there from Friday until last Manday. The 
worst shock’ was on last Sunday evening, 
when many buildings were thrown down 
and destroyed. | 

At Point-a-Pitre, the principal town and 
port of Gaudeloupe, the shocks. were very 
severe jabout 10:15 on Thursday morning. 
They lasted for forty seconds, Houses and 
churches were thrown down on every side, 
burying their unfortunate occupants in the 
ruins. Four people were killed by falling 
timbers and stones. Over a hundred houses 
were totally destroyed, and from the ruins 
the authorities removed forty persons Who 
had been seriously and in many cases fatally 
wounded. 

The alarm has been so great that all the 


Stores and public offices have been closed. 


Prolonged shocks were also felt in the Isl- 
and of Rominica at the same time. Nodam- 
age is reported from there, and it seems to 
have stopped at that point. 

Lima, Peru, via Galveston, Tex., May 1.—

Binney, who was in the 
insurance business in Boston, got into legal 
and financial difficulties, and came to Lon- 
don in 1890: He was liberally supplied with 
money, end became a member of the Na- 


first got ihto trouble sow in 1891, wise he 
served fourteen days in Holloway jail for 
contempt of court by. reason of the pur- 
chase of a piece of jewelry for Miss Sylvia 
Gerrish, then in London. Binney purchased 
the article for Miss Gerrish of a Strand 
jeweler, who, not being able to collect pay- 
ment, sued and got judgment. 

Binney made no defense and paid no at- 
tention to the summons in supplementary 
proceedings, which resulted in his impris-. 
onment. His mother on that occasion came 
to London with er son and settled up 
the debts he then owed, Binney 
amendment, and being expelled from the 
National Liberal club, where he had previ- 
ously lived, took up his residence in the Gol- 
den Cross Hotel. Six months later the hotel 
brought suit for a large board bill, and, pay- 
ment not being forthcoming, Binney was 
brought into the bankruptcy court. 

That did not bother him much, for in a 
year or two, in 1896, he went to Torquay, 
after having run up a bill at Morley’s Hotel. 
He still had a large allowance from his moth- 
er, which he did not apply to the settlement 
of hia debts, and he cut a great swell for

SYMPATHY FOR GREECE IS WANING. 


Story of the Disastrous Retreat from 
Larissa Causes a Revulsion of 
Feeling in England. 


London, May 1.—[{Copyright, 1897, by the 
Associated Press.}—The events of the last 
week have served to further alienate sym- 
pathy from the Greeks. The story from 
Larissa of the fearful stampede to and from 
that city after the fighting at Tyrnavos is 
the sen of the day. ‘The fact that the 
Greek officers were equally affected with 
the privates by the panic is regarded as proof 
that the Greeks are utterly demoralized and 
incapable of withstanding the steady ad- 
vance of the Turks. The reports of the 
fighting at Velestino come from the Greek 
side, and are not thought to be as important 
as they are represented. Edhem Pasha, the 
Turkish commander-in-chief, is evidently 
preparing an extensive plan to attack Phars- 
ala, and the appearance of the Turkish 
eavaliry in the direction of Domokos, about 
ten miles south of Pharsala, indicates thet 
it is the intention of Edhem Pasha to turn 
the Greek flank. It is suspected that the 
fighting at Velistino was intended by the 
Turkish General to divert attention and oc-

BOAT EXPECTED TO CROSS THE ATLANTIC IN TWO OR THREE DAYS. 


Capt. Carl J. H. Flindt, a native of Den- 
thark but now a resident of New York City, 
hopes to have his novel craft Dolphin 
launched in the course of a week or two. 

The strange little ship is being finished at 
the Morgan iron works, at Ninth street and 
the East River, and she is certainly a new 
departure in naval architecture. 

The boat, go far as contour is concerned, 
is not utilike the fish after which she is 
named. Her designer, Capt. Flindt, thinks 
she will be fleeter than the fish. His ambi- 
tion is to cross the Atlanti¢in twodays. He 
says the experiments made with a model of 
the Dolphin justify his belief.. 

The Dolphin much resembles the whale- 
back type of vessel, except that her lines 
are finer, her keel deeper, and her run clean- 
er. She has about 2,000 pounds of lead on 


‘her keel, with sufficient. ineide ballast, com- 


bined with the weight of her machinery, to 
give her the necessary stability. 


The boat will cut through the waves. The 
pilot-house is in a dome-like superstructure 


forward, from which, she will be steered. . 


She is 67 feet long, with a beam of 6 feet 6 
inches, and from the top of the pilot-house 
to -her keel she measures 16 feet. She will 
draw between five and six feet of water. Bhe

PAULTS OF THE CIVIL SERVICE LAW. 


Public Printer Palmer Says It Should 
\Be Repealed or Modified 
Radically. 


Washington, D. C., May 1,~The Senate 
cummittee which has undertaken the in- 
vestigation cf the workings of ‘the civil 
service law held its second meeting today. 
Letters were presented from Secretary of 
the Navy Long and Postmaster-Genera! 
Gary recommending that the civil service 
law should be Opntinued, but giving the 
opinion that it showlé be modified, al- 
though they recommended no changes. 

F. W. Palmer, the Public Printer, stated 
that the only persons not included in the 
classified service in his office were char- 
woman and laborers,-and ‘said: “As ap- 
plied to this office, which is simply a great 
roanufacturing plant, involving varied 
branches of skilled labor of high grade, the 
civil service rules are an obstruction rather 
than an aid to efficiency and economy. The 
civii service rules as promulgated for en- 
forcement here should be modified radically, 
suspended, or repealed."’ 

James M. Miller, a one-armed Union vet- 
eran, testified that he had been, with five 
other veterans, discharged in 1894 from their 
Places in the Treasury Department under 
the Auditor for the Interior Department 
without reasons given. Two of the vacan- 
cies had been filled by F. J. Troap, a brother- 
in-law of Auditor Blackwell, and J. C. Orr, 
his father-in-law, the latter a Confederate 
veteran. Both of these gentlemen had been 
placed in office withdut examinations, con- 
trary to law, and had been promoted to 
$1,800 Salaries. Mr. Miller produced testi- 
monials from department officials show- 
ing that he had been an expert on 
war. history of the highest grade of effi- 
clency. Senator Chilton inquired how the 
Audjtor’s relatives.had 7.2: into- office and. 
Mr. Miller answered: “ Uudor the adminis- 
tration of Mr. Logan Carlisle, who seemed 
to run the department. ‘ Where there wasa 
will there was a way for anything.’.”’

It was 
virtually decided to take the delegates in a 
special train on a tour ay include Pittsburg, 
Columbus, St. Louis; and Chi returning 
via. Niagara Falls, Rochester, Buffalo, New 
York, and Philadelphia, eome of the dele- 
gates returning to their homes directly from 
New York.

APRIL SURPLUS NEAR SIX MILLIONS. 


Cemparative Statement of the Govern- 
ment Receipts and Expendi- 
tures for the Month. 


Washington, D. C., May 1.—The compar 
ative statement of the government receipts 
and expenditures for the month of April 
shows that the total .receipts were $37,812,- 
136, and the expenditures $32,072,007, leaving 
the surplus for the month $5,740,088, as com- 
pared with a deficit for the month of April, 
1896, of $4,704,488, Kor the last ten months 
a deficit is shown Of $33,166,606. During 
April the receipts of customs amounted to 
$24,454,351. 

The mionthly etatement of the public debt 
‘shows that at the close of business on April 
30 the debt legs cash in the Treasury amount- 
ed to $908,244.132, a decrease for the month 
of $6,718,068, which is principally accounted 
for by @ corresponding increase in the cash, 
The debt proper, independent of the cash in 
the Treasury, was increased during the 
month by $326,843, on account of the deposits 
of national bank notes in exeess of redemp- 
tions. The debt is classified as follows:

Want an Interchangeable Ticket. 

Commercial travelers have not abandoned 
all hope of inducing the Western railroads 
to issue a 5,000 interchangeable mileage 
ticket at 2 cents amile. They would prefer 
such action to the enactment of laws fixing 
the maximum: rate of fare at 2 cents a mile 
by the Legislatures of the Western States. 
They find that such legislation wouid be of 
no special benefit to the commercial travel- 
ers, as the reduced rates would be zood for 
everybody, and what they desire is a lower 
rate thanthe general public gets. 


Representatives of a number of commer- |} 


cial travelers’ organizations held a confer- 
emce yesterday with the executive officers 
of the Western roads at the office of Vice- 
President Morton of the Santa Fé road re- 
garding this matter. A strong plea was 
made by the commercial travelers for the 
interchangeable mileage 
ticket in order to relieve them of the neces- 
sity of buying mileage tickets from every 
road over which they have to travel. 

The railroad officials Mstened patiently to 
their arguments, but would hold out no en- 
couragement. They claimed the issue of an 
interchangeable mileage ticket would be 
fraught with many dangers and might lead 
to serious complieations. - 


Lower Freight Rates Necessary. 

Topeka, Kas., May 1.—The State Board of 
Railway Commissioners today took prelim- 
inary steps towards securing a general con- 
ference of Kansas railroads on freight rates 
by sending out a letter to all the lines. The 
Commissioners say they will name a date at 
Topeka within thirty days when they ascer- 
tain the convenience of the companies. In 
the letter it is stated that reduced rates are 
absolctely necessary owing to present prices 
of farm products. 


Warehousemen Make Complaint. 

The American Warehousemen’s Assoclia- 
tion has filled a complaint with the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission against over 
150. of the most prominent roads in the coun- 
try. They are chafged with furnishing 
storage of freigit for shippers free of 
charge, thereby ruining the business of the 
warehousemen. The action of tne railroads

CLOS#- OF THE CHILD STUDY CONGRESS 


Dr. R. Stanley Hall, President Clarke | 


University, Delivers Addresses 
%* Large Crowds. 


To hear Dr. G. Stanley Hall, President of 
Clark University, Worcester, Mass., and one 
of the most noted psychologists in the United 
States, crowds attended the two closing 
sessions of the fourth annual congress of the 
Illinois Soolety for Child Study. These were 
held successively in Central Music Hall and 
the Womian’s club rooms, under the auspices 
of the Iilinois Federation of Woman's Clubs, 
and were presided over by the federation 
President, Mrs. Alice Bradford Wiles. 

The subject of Dr. Hall’s morning address 
was “‘The Mental and Moral Characteris- 
tics of Adolescence.’’ In the afternoon he 
spoke on “ Problems, Prospects, and Meth- 
ods for Future Work and Organization.” 

Dr. Hall is looke@' upon as the father of 
child study, and to him educators all over 
the country turn for advice. 

Dr. Hall apeaks emphatically against nar- 
rowness in dealing with a child. He knocks 
down trite and cherished impressions with 
conviticing arguments as a child might so 
many ten pins, and H®é always has a funny 
story to illustrate a point in any way diffi- 
cult to make, and hetells that story well. 

Questions came thick and fast at the close 
of the afternoon lecture, the first one being 
propounded before the speaker could sit 
down, 

Dr. Hall had recommended boxing as a 
means of teaching boys. to subdue and con- 
trol fits of blind rage.

Allison circulated around town for several 
hours, followed by an admiring crowd of tin- 
horns; and then returned and dropped his 
winn in leas than fifteen minutes. 

' * Never touched me,” was the remark he 
made as he saw his money raked in by the 
dealer. It was the only remark he made. 


Heavy Variations of Luck. 

He now produced more money, and for five 
hours played one of the stiffest games ever 
put up in the West. Several times he was 
$10,000 ahead, several times he was as much 
as $5,000 behind, and once he lost $11,000, 
but only pushed his hat back a little further 
on his head and put more money on the table. 
Within an hour he had it back, and was forg- 
ing ahead. At midnight he had over $17,000 
to his credit and at 1 a. m. a trifle over $18,- 
000. At this point a porter left the house, 
and one of the safety deposit vaults of the 
city, where the gambier banked, was opened 
up to permit him to get more cash, for Mc- 
Avoy did not want Allison to drain the last 
cent in the house. -But by the time the mes- 
senger returned, accompanied by a couple 
of armed men bearing $10,000, there was no 
need of the money.

He staid 
with those cards, sometimes to win, often 
to lose, but more often “ open’’ than any 
other way, and won the last bet eighteen 
minutes after he had started, and had all 
hi@ money “‘ coppered” on the ace. He had 
lost $32,767, and.on the turn of the card he 
Won; but he w only $1 ahead of the game 
when the amount he had lost was figured in. 
The case carde were now to be dealt, and 
three to one was offered if he called the 
turn, which he did after putting up $10,000. 
The bank paid him $30,000, and announced 
that it had suspended business. The stran- 
ger drifted out of town without telling his 
name. This was in 1879; before Leadville 
had shipped a ton of milling ore, but when 
more money changed hands than at any oth- 
er time in the history of the camp. P 

One of the biggest gamés every played in 
tho West was one at which four men sat 
down in 1874. There were Clifton Bell, the 
best known gambler in Denver; Charlie 
Sampson, Marshal Shafenburg, and Gilbert 
N. Pierce. Sampson and Pierce dropped out 
after’ awhile. It was poker, without limit. 
It was not long before Shafenburg ané Bell 
were betting great sums, and all the town 
that couldn’t get into the room stood in 
the hallway and lined the street, and bul- 
letins were sent out. The two men were out 
for big game, and each had nerve and dis- 
played it. Shafenburg had money, so had 
Bell, The town was looking on, and each 
man had a reputation to sustain. Shafen- 
burg lost $75,000. That was encugh to sat- 
isfy almost any man, but in response to a 
suggestion he told a friend that, ike Paul 
Jones, he had just commenced to fight. The 
luck was on the other side, though, for he 
dropped, in money and property, including 
his home, a matter of over $250,000, and was 
cleaned out slicker than a whistle when Bell 
asked him to name his poison and they all 
adjourned. 

The rambling houses of Cripple Creek dur- 
ing the height of the boom, fourteen months 
ago, were notable in their way, but nobody 
ever heard of any remarkable winnings that 
did not go back into the hands of the table 
owners. No aggregate winnings were ever 
made in the city, but the professionals took 
about all the loose moneyinthetown. When 
the fire swept the town last spring the 
gamblers were ahead of the game far enough 
to retire for life or seek other flelds.

Te Maintain the Military Establish- 
ment Entatls an Annual Outlay of 
Only $23,000,000, Not $58,000,000, as 
Has Been Asserted—Amount of Ap- 
propriations for Army and Navy~ 
Figures Compared with Those of 
Poreign Nations, 


O the Badltor of the Sun—Sir: In his 

recent letter your correspondent P. 

makes sevéral misleading statements. 

He says: “The United States mili- 

tary establishment, which will cost the 
pernie $58,173,858.40 for the fiscal year end- 
ng June 80 next, consists in round numbers 
of 2,500 officers and a paltry 26,000 men. 
. . « With an expenditure of only $74,- 
721,000 for the year ending March 31, .2806, 
| Great Britain maintained a regular army 
numbering 7,496 officers an@.147,861 men, In 
other words, it costs the United States Gov- 
ernment within $16,547,000 as much to main- 
tain an idle army of 27, men as it costs 
England for 155,847 men scattered all over 
the world, some of whom are constantly en- 
gaged in active warfare ... People are 
beginning to inquire if it is necessary to ex- 
pend nearly $60,000,000 for the mere skele- 
ton of a military establishment, now that 
the Indian wars are over.’ 

It strikes me that people are more likely 
to begin by inquirfmg whether the figures 
given by P. are correct. They will find that 
they are not. Our regular army today con- 
sists of 25,000 men, 2,148 officers, and the 
Milittary Academy, with seven professors 
and 371 cadets.

-figures so misleading and draw conclusions 


so erroneous. The table given above shows 
that no part of “the enormous increase of 
late years in the cost of all branches of this 
government,” which “FPF.” rightly says “ is 
getting to be a sérious question with ad- 
ministrators and statesmen of all parties,” 
can be charged to the army. In no year 
since the rebellion has the amount of money 
expended for our military establishment 
been less proportionately to our total ex- 
penditures or less per capita than in the 
present fiscal year. | 


How the Exaggerations Happe2. 


It is a favorite device of those who wish to 
exaggerate the cost of our army to include 
all expenditures made under the War De- 
partment, such as those for the pay of re- 
tired officers and men, for buildings and 
grounds in Washington, for national and 
military parks, for the improvement of rivers 
and harbors, for military surveys and 
publications of records of the rebellion, for 
national homes for disabled volunteer sol- 
diers, for war claims, and for seacoast forti- 
fications. If to these items they add our 
pension list of $140,000,000 such mathema- 
ticlans obtain a delightfully formidable sum, 
all of which is saddled on our unfortunate 
little army, with the remark that it costs a 
great deal to kill a few Indians. 

In case of war with Great Britain, whose 
sea policy P. so much admires, the navy can- 
not live without seacoast fortifications. Ae 
these are planned it would require 80,000 men 
to man them fully. In case of domestic dis- 
order the army, not the navy, is the Nation’s 
reliance. The navy today has a boom. Its 
officers use all means to advertise it, and 
Congress adds to it shipafter ship. But read 
the history, not of England, but of our own 
country. Where have we ever been weak- 
est? Did the few naval victories in the war 
of 1812 atone for the capture of Washington, 
the loss of 2,,000 vessels of our mercantile 
marine, and the incapacity and failure of 
our militia soldiers? Has sea power been of 
any avail in putting down riots? 

The silly shibboleth that “* standing armies 
are dangeroys to the liberties of the people ”’ 
has crippled our army. Its skeleton com- 
panies, barely large enough to turn out a 
ecorporal’s guard after furnishing the guard 
and fatigue, kill the pride and ambition of 
the officers. It is time we made the com- 
panies and regiments of a size compatible 


“with efficiency. Let us also have a good 


navy. But as for competing with England 
on the sea, we might as well talk of com- 
peting with Russia on the land. Let our 
army and navy be small, but good.—J. P. in 
New York Sun.

A LIBELOUS “SPECIAL TELEGRAM.” 
About all the daily country papers of Illl-

have, with one inglorious exception, fought 
the Humphrey bills tooth and nail. 
This “telegram,” which was printed as 


| news matter in the hopé of deceiving the 


readers of the country papers, was con- 
cocted and paid for by the street railroad 
companies, which have gone into a trust in 
order to put through the robber Humphrey 
bills and pocket tens of millions of excessive 
profits. ‘The fake “ special” alleges that— 

The prejudice agajnst these bills has been creat- 
ed entirely by the Chicago newspaper trust, an 
organization that has a greater power for evil 
than any other in the State, and yet one which 
assumes to pass upon the morals and characters 
of public servants who enjoy the confidence of 
their constituents. In most metropolitan cities 
a certain degree of rivalry exists’ among the 
great newspapers. In Chicago, however, the sit- 
uation is different—the great newspapers of that 
city have banded themselves together in a gigan* 
tic trust, for mutual benefit, regardless of public 
righta, public morals, and the Socsemnname of both 
private and public characters. 

It is true that the papers of this ety, large 
and small, with one exception, are de- 
nouncing the Humphrey bills and the legis- 
lators who have betrayed their constituents 
by voting for them. That there is one ex- 
ception—that one paper plays the part of an 
apologetic friend of the Humphrey bills— 
is due probably to the fact that the same in- 
fluences have been brought to bear upon 
it that have been so effective in the Senate. 

But the other Chicago papers bave not 
assailed the infamous measures Yerkes, 
Humphrey, and Littler champion becausé of 
any preconcert. Each of them has attacked 
the Humphrey bills in its own way because 
those bills were vicious from beginning to 
end, assailing with evil impartiality the 
rights of the municipality and of its citizens 
for two generations to come. 

The Chicago papers are united for the col- 
lection of certain kinds of news. They be- 
long to what is known as the Associated 
Press. By means of that association the | 
work of newsgathering can ‘be performed 
more efficiently and economically. As a 
consequence the Chicago papers are the best 
and cheapest in the world. But as far as 
the discussion of public measures is con- 
cerned each Chicago paper acts independent- 
ly. It takes counsel with no other paper, 
great or small, 

Usually when the interests of Chicago and 


of their readers are menaced the Chicago pa- 


pers are found on one and the same side. 
That is the sole reason why they are so 
practically unanimous concerning the 
Humphrey bills. There are three manifest 
objections to them which are apparent to 
every journa] printed here—with one ex- 
ception. 

In the first place these bille grant to the 
street railroad companies new charters with 
special privileges, running for half a century 
and edvering 600 miles of streets in this 
‘city alone. All this is to be done without 
the consent of the municipal authorities. 
It is to be done in defiance of their recorded 
protest. 

In the next place, the right of local self- 
governttent is attacked. The power of the 
municipality to regulate the use of its own 
streets for purposes of local travel is to be 
taken away and handed over to a State 
commission. All the nuisances and dangers 
conneeted with the present mode of occupy- 
ing the streets by cable and trolley cars are 
to be perpetuated for fifty years. 

In the next place, the compensation which 
the city is to receive.is pitifully small and 
that which the companies are to get is ex- 
cessive. They are to pay over one-thirty- 
third of their gross receipts, but are to be 


_ allowed to charge five cents for a ride of a 
+ few blocks for fifty years. If justice were 


done the companies would not be allowed to 
charge more than four cents for a fare and 
should be required to pay over one cent on 
each fare to the city. 

_ These are the chief reasons why all the 
Chicago papers save one fight the Humphrey 
bills. So do ninety-five out of every hundred 
Chicagoans. The author of the spurious 
suprious “ special telegram " declares that— 

Since the street railways distributed in Chi- 
cago over 100,000 true copies of the Humphrey 
bills the general public is inclined to the opinion 
that the good features in the Humphrey bills over- 
shadow the objectionable ones to such an extent 
that a number of the most rabid opponents of the 
bills have lately pegee to see more merits in them 
than defects. 

If Yerkes believed that Yerkes would 
act as if he believed it. If he felt sure that 
the votera were on his side he would not 
hesitate to submit his bills to a popular 
yote. He would amend them so as to make 


| them applicable where a majority indorsed . 


them. He would ask to have them sub- 
mitted at the June judicial election along 
with the Torrens law, which is to be voted 
on then. 

But for all his bragging Yerkes has no 
confidence in the “general public.” He 
has confidence only in legislators who take 
an oath that they will not “accept or re- 
ceive, directly or indirectly, any money or 
other valuable thing from any corporation, 
company, or person for any vote I may 


| give on any bill ”—bu* who will violate that 


oath when the inducements are sufficient. 
Let Yerkes put a referendum provisivn in 
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one eye on the major planets and the other 
on the weathereock, and when’ he tells the 
people to get in out of the wet there is a 
) upiversnl break for cover. No picnic ever

ment committee to Investigate the weather 
will not be kindly received by the large and 
formidable goosebone’ contingent upon 
whom Mr. Vest relies for reélection every 
six years. The goosebone is the standard 
barometer and thermometer in the rural 
districts of Missouri and has not gone back 
on the people for the last seventy-five years. 
The goosebone, in the opinion of a majority | 
of Mr. Vest’s constituents, knows more 
about the weather in a week than any Con- 
gressional committee can learn in a whole 
session. Had Mr. Vest offered a bill for the 
establishment of a national goosebone ob- 
servatory in the State, with a director and 
one assistant director from each Con- 
gressiona] district, all at good fat salaries, 
he would have struck a responsive chord 
in every Bourbon bosom and insured his 
seat in the Senate until his sands of life 
ran out, 


GEN. DODGE’S LAME EXPLANATION. 

An impotent effort has been made by 
Gen. Dodge, who arranged the order of 
parade on the Grant monument dedication 
day in New York, to deny the ungentleman- 
ly and uncivil way in which Gov. Tanner 
and his staff were treated on that occasion 
by the Committee of Arrangements. Gen. 
Dodge’s explanation is bothq@weak and 
puerile. He claims that thirty-five tickets 
were sent to Gov. Tanner, but as the Gov- 
ernor received but four where did the other 
thirty-one go? Were they grabbed by New 
York, or were they sentatall? Lost tickets 
in this case probably means tickets not sent. 
No explanation is made by Gen. Dodge of 
the failure to meet the Governor, to call 
upon him at the hotel, or to arrange so that 
he might see the parade. 

As to the inferior and tail-end place of 
Illinois in the procession Gen. Dodge seeks 
to explain it by saying that the place of 
the States was determined by the order of 
their admission to the Union. By whose 
authority was this done? By whose au- 
thority were Rhode Island and Vermont, for 
instance, placed ahead of Illinois on such 
an occasion? Does Gen. Dodge not know 
that Illinois gave Gen. Grant his first com- 
mission as a soldier? , That Illinois gave the 
United States the President who gave Gen. 
Grant his commissions during the war for 
the preservation of this Nation? That Illi- 
nois gave 260,000 three-year men who 
fought under Gen. Grant? That Gen. 
Grant always looked upon IHinois as his 
home State and Galena as his home city? 
That he went to New York reluctantly at 
the close of his career? That he made no 
claims upon New York and that New York 
never had any claims upon him? 

If Gen. Dodge would carefully study 
history he would find that New York City 
was a hotbed of secession—as during the 
revolution it was a hotbed of Toryism— 
when Grant and his Illinois soldiers were 
fighting for the Union and against the 
dogma of secession. He would find that 
more troops had to be stationed in New 
York to keep it from secession and Keep 
down its disloyal mobs than it furnished to 
help Gen. Grant save the Union. He would 
find that New York troops, though once 
successful under Meade, were unsuccessful 
under Hooker, McClellan, and Burnside, 
and did not win victories until Illinois’ Gen. 
Grant took charge of them. No one will 
complain that New York had the right of 
the line, but Illinois has the right to com- 
plain when it is relegated to au inferior 
position and is snubbed and neglected and 
well-nigh insulted outright, though it was 
Illinois’ great soldier whose body rested 
in that monument and it was an Illinois 
man who principally raised the money for 
its erection. Gen. Dodge’s explanation 
does not explain. The Oity of New York, 
which has now annexed Brooklyn and the 
surrounding country so as to keep up with 
the great city which menaced it in the 
municipal race, could have afforded to be 
more generous. It has not manifested 
either courtesy or hospitality. 


THE ETHICS OF BASEBALL. 

The lowa House of Representatives has 
passed an anti-Sunday baseball law, which, 
however, excepts Second Adventists and 
Seventh Day Baptists from its provisions, 
allowing them to play ballon Sunday. The 
law is an extraordinary one, to say thé least. 
The favored sects named above keep Setur- 
day as their Sabbath, because it isthe day 
on which the Lord rested after his six days’ 
labors, according to the Chaldean acéount, 
which was accepted by the Jews and given 
out by Moses, Other sects keep as. their 
Sabbath the first day, or Sunday, which 
was made the day of rest by the half-con- 
verted and not altogether excellent Con- 
stantine, and which was kept sacred only 
in the forenoon, as it is now in Catholic 
European countries and in all places where |’

NEW LIGHT ON GRANT’S CHARACTER. 

The letters written by Gen. Grant to his 
friend, EB. B.. Washburne, -published on 
Wednesday. in Tax Trisunz, are of bis- 
toric interest because of the light they 
throw on the persona! feelings of Grant dur- 
ing the progress of the war.’ The letters 
are free from any concealments and. are 
frank and open, as befitting the unre- 
strained intimacy between the two men. 
The people of the United States have rea- 
soi te be grateful for thie stanch friend- 
ship, for probably in no other way would 
a record of Grant’s sentiments have been 
made and preserved, 

The letter dated from Savannah, Tenn., 
March 22, 1862, gives Grant’s clear-cut 
idea of duty as instilled into him at West 
Point and exemplified in all his after life. 
So long as he held a commission in the army 
he had no views of his own to carry out 
} that were at variance with the orders of his 
superiors. “ No man can be efficient cs a 
commander,” he says, “ who sets his own 
notions above law and those whom he is 
sworn to obey. When Congress enacts 
anything too odious for me to execute,” he 
adds, “I will resign.” An example of this 
course of action is given in the sume /etter 
in discussing the relations between himnelf 
and Gen. Halleck. Halleck had failed: to 
receive the daily reports sent by Grant from 
Donelson, and Grant in turn had failed to 
receive the reprimands sent by Halleck 
until these reprimands arrived in a.btnch. 


Grant naturally regarded the reprimands | 


as unjust, and accordingly asked to be re- 
lieved. The misunderstanding was subse- 
quently cleared up, and Grant testifies that 
Halleck was finally thoroughly satisfied, 
and so expressed himself in a compjiment- 
ary communication. Grant’sabhcrrence of 
notoriety is given convincing demonstration 
in the letter dated from the camp near 
Corinth, Miss., May 14, 1862. He writes 
in this of the newspaper attacks to which 
hée had been subjected, and which had given 
him pain chiefly because he feared they 
would distress his parents and his wife and 
children. As to himself, however, he says— 
and it must be remembered he never ex- 
pected this letter to be read by any one but 
his intimate friend— 

One thing I will assure you of, I cannot be 
driven from rendering the best service within my 
ability to suppress the present rebellion, and when 
is is over, retiring to the same quiet it (the re- 
bellion) found me enjoying. Notoriety has no 
charms for me, and could I render the same service 
that I hope it has been my fortune to render our 
just cause without being known in the matter it 
would be infinitely preferable to me, 

The nobility of this sentiment is impres- 
sive, especially since all the light that has 
been thrown on the charaeter of Grant 
shows it to be genuine. It was'd sentiment 
not born of a passing impulse or to be out- 
worn by the allurements of success, but con- 
stant and unchanging. itis a monument to 
the glory of Grant more enduring than the 
massive granite structure recently dedicated 
in New York. In writing from La Grange, 
Tenn., in November, 1862, Grant pays a 
characteristic compliment to his soldiers 
when he declares that he has never had a 
single regiment disgrace itself in battle ex- 
cept some raw recruitsat Shiloh. In March 
of the next year he records his praise of 
McPherson and Sherman, who, he declares, 
are “ worth more than a full brigade each.” 
In the letter from Vicksburg, Miss., Aug. 
80, 1863, he treats of the question of slavery 
in a singularly prophetic vein. He says: 

The people of the North need not quarrel over 
the institution of slavery..-What Vice-President 
‘Stephens acknowledges the corner-stone of the 

eConfederacy is already knocked out. Slavery is 
already dead, and cannot be resurrected. It would 
take a standing army to maintain slavery in the 
South if we were-to make peace today, guaran- 
teeing to the South all their former constitutional 
privileges. I never was an abolitionist, not even 
what could be called anti-slavery, but I try to 
judge fairly and honestly, and it became patent 
to my mind early in the rebellion that the North 
and South: could never live at peace with each 
other except ag one Nation, and that without 
slavery. As anxious as I am to see peace re- 
established, I would not, therefore, be willing 
to see any settlement until this question is for- 
ever settled. 

The letters in their entirety are a valua- 
ble addition to the fund of Grant biographic- 
al data which has been recently collected. 
They help materially in fixing Grant's real 
character so that it will be clear to future 
generations. They happily also make more 
conspicuous the noble traits of the man 
which his own modesty did so much to hide 
while he lived. 


REMARKABLE DISCOVERIES IN ASSYRIA. 

The results of recent excavations in the

A little band 
of courageous setdiittiets representing the 
University of Pennsylvania and aided by 
associates from England has been delving 


r* o the hitherto sealed up records of early 


n life for nearly five years, fighting 
disease and hostile tribes of Arabs, and the 
remarkable success of the expedition has 
just been chronicled in London by W. St. 
Chad Boscarven, who is recognized as the 
| greatest modern Assyriologist. A compre 
hensive summary of the achievements made 
by this indomitable company of enthusi- 
Vastié students of civilization is given in 
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mythical. The fact is,’ however, that the 
discoveries now made public for the first 
time will form the basis of a-rearrangement 
of the history of the race, modifying greatly 
a host of suppositions that have come to 
be regarded as facts, but which are proved 
now to be erronecus. The cradle of civili- 
zation isan unknown quantity both as to time 
and place. The honors have long since been 
taken away from the scriptural Adam. 
They have been berne back now fifteen 
centuries before his estimated time. How 
many centuries beyond will the next strike 
extend? 


REALTY ‘OWNERS DESERVE SYMPATHY. 

When the renting season is over it will be 
found that the owners of the improved real 
estate of Chicago—the dwelling-houses, 
stores, and. offices—are not getting on the 
average. a return of more than 4 per cent 
a year on their propesty, taking asa basis 


.of value what they are willing to sell it for. 


Of this 4 er cent the State, county, city, 
park, school and drainage district taxes 
take very nearly 1 per cent. Out of the re- 
mainder the owners have to pay insurance 
and repairs, When competing for tenants 
as at present the item of repairs is by no 
means small, | 

Compare the condition of the tens of 
thousands of property-owners of Chicago 
with that of the handful of men who own 
the stock of the street railroad companies. 
Those corporations are able to pay 12 per 
cent dividends on the inflated valuation they 
put on their properties. The owners of 
houses or stores get a net dividend of only 
between 2 and 3 per cent. 

If they were as lucky as Mr. Yerkes is 
they would get between four and five times 
as much as they do now. They would feel 
exceedingly rich, and ‘would not grumble 
when the tax collector came around. If, 
on the other hand, Mr, Yerkes got only as 
much as property-owners do he would re- 
ceive but a fourth or a fifth of what he 
does now, and would think ‘himeels very 
badly treated. 

But even in that case Yerkes would be 
receiving 2 or 8 per cent on watered stock, 
which derives its sole value from the right 
to occupy city streets without compensation. 
The property-owner’s 2 or 3 per cent ison 
capital actually invested. 

So it appears that most of the taxpaying 
citizens of Chicago are in a much worse 
plight than Yerkes, with his 12 per cent 
dividends on watered stock, which he pro- 
poses to double in quantity, so the dividends 
may not seem so heavy, and yét Senator 
Fitzpatrick has much sympathy for Yerkes, 
and none for the property-owners. 

This detestable creature fawns upon 
Yerkes, and declares “ the terms the com- 
panies have been working under are shame- 
ful.” How about the property-owners—the 
men who do not hold seats in the Legisla- 
ture, and cannot play the game of give and 
take with Yerkes? Has Fitzpatrick no 
sympathy for them? 

Iie has no sympathy for them. His heart 
is true to Yerkes. When that individual 
declares he ought not to be made to pay 
more than a sixth of a cent per pas- 
senger, because in that case his 12 per cent 
dividends would be interfered with, Fitz- 
patrick announces that it would be “ shame- 
ful” to make him pay more. 

The people deem the 5-cent fare exorbi- 
tant. So it is. But Yerkes demands 5 
cents, and Fitzpatrick thinks it would be 
“ shameful ” not to let him have it. What- 
ever Yerkes says “ goes” with Fitzpatrick. 
Why? 

The owners of the improved real estate 
in Fitzpatrick’s district, which takes in 
the First and Fifth Wards, and a part of 
the Second, should gather around the Sen- 
ator, and insist, gently but firmly, that he 
bestow a little sympathy on them. They 
should point” ‘out to him how large Yerkes’ 
returns are, and how small theirs are, and 
ask him why he cannot do a little for them 
instead of dedicating himself to Yerkes. 

Perhaps if they were to reason with him 
earnestly he might be induced to get out. 
Such chaps as he is are out of place in a 
Representative Assembly. The lackeys of 
street railroad Presidents should not have 
seats there. 


THE CANA] ADIAN TARIFF, MENACE, 

Canada’s new.tariff law, over which the 
English papers are exulting, and not with- 
out reason, since its preferences for British 
goods are both large and important, is not 
constructed so much with the view of bene- 
fiting Great Britain as of bulldozing the 
United States Congress into making a tariff 
which shallsuit the Dominion. It isa direct 
menace in advance to our own legislation. 
The most inzportant feature of the new bill 
is a double schedule, based upon a general 
tariff to be levied upon goods from countries 
giving Canada no trade advantages, and of a 
special tariff applicable to imports from 
Great Britain and other countries that per- 
mit imports of Canadian goods free of duty 
or at minimum tariff rates. This special 
tariff provides a preference of 12% per 
cent, and means that on British importa- 
tions the duty will be reduced one-eighth. 
This preference will continue until July 1 of 
next year, after which the preference will 
be increased to one-fourth, or a reduction 
in duty of 25 per cent. 

In effect the Canadian Government says to 
the United States: 
you de not let us sell our products in your 


markets practically on a free trade basis. 


We will hate the run of your markets and 
you shall not tax us.. If you do, we will give 


discriminative advantages to Great Britain . 
and let it sell to us on better terms than you. | 
We will charge less duties on British prod-. 
- ucts of the same kind as yours. We will 


stock.up. with English goods. We will sell 
what we cap to you, but all the advantages 
shall be given to Great Britain.” 

Well, Canada can do'as it:pleases. This 
country does not propose to be dictated to by 


the Dominion in tariff matters. If we in- 


“tend to raise revenues by dutics we shall 


carry out that intention.’ If we desire to 


favor the business of: Northern farmers and 
other interests we shall do it without any 
regard to Canada.

THE CIGARET BILL. 

The IIMnois House of Representatives has 
passed a bill making it an offense, punisha- 
ble with a fine not exceeding $100 or three 
days’ imprisonment in the county jail, or 
both, to manufacture or sell cigarets which 
are declared to be “ all preparations of to- 
bacco or any substitute thereof in paper 
wrappers, and commonly kgows as cig- 
arets,”’ 

That is clear enough. But it is provided 
also that the description “ cigaret” shall 
cover also— 

Tobacco or any substitute thereof soaked in 
nicotine or impregnated with opium, or belladonna, 
or alcoholic liquor, or valerian, or tonca bean, or 


melilotus, or any other deleterious or —— 
substance. 


In the last section of the bil] it is declared 


that in prosecutions under it it shall not be 
necessary for the State to show that the} 


cigarets sold are saturated with any of the 
poisonous substances mentioned, but that 
the defense must show that they were not 
saturated or impregnated with any of the 
poisonous substances mentioned above. 

But the bill does not state what is to 
happen if the defendant shows that his 
cigarets were made of the purest undrugged 
tobagco. It does not state what he is to 
gain by proving the purity of his goods. 
The natural presumption would be that if 
he showed his cigarets were unadulterated | 
tobacco he should go free. But the firet 
section of the act makes it an offense to sell 
“any of those articles of manufactured to- 
bacco commonly called cigarets.” That 
covers everything.. 

Criminal laws must be construed strictly. 
The courts will have to hold that this last 
section, which makes it the duty of the 
defendant to show that his cigarets have 
not been doctored, means something. 
can only mean that in that event he is io go | 
free, whether he sells his cigarets to man 
or boy. 


The first section of the bill, which pro- | 
hibits outright the sale of dll cigarets, is | 
proper. Their sale shoulé: be prohibited om. 


the ground that their use is injurious, 
whether they do or do not contain bella- 


donna, opium, ete. But the bill gives no | 


reason whatever. Then there would be 
nothing ambiguous about this measure. It 
would contain no holes through which cul 
prits may craw] out, with the assistance of 
sharp lawyers and the courts, oe 
This bill, which is right in principle but 
defective in form, illustrates the inability 
of modern legislators to put their ideas in 


decent shape. They pass laws which.the |

The Legislature should have a drafts- 
man of bille—an able lawyer, who will see 
that every measure is clearly worded and

old its breath as the sentences rolled 
from Smith's mouth. I have seen some farm- 
ers’ wives beceme powerless and almost 
unconscious in the spell of religious enthusi- 
asm that Smith and Rigdon had created. 

“Of the printing of the ‘ Book of Mormon’ 
I have a particularly keen ee 4 grater 
Smith and Rigdon had ‘hard work to get 
funds together for the new Bible. Smith 
told me himself that the world was so wicked 
and perverse that it was hard to win con- 
verts; that hé had a vision to print the 
Bible, and that as soon as that was done 
the work would be prospered wonderfully. 
A new convert. named Andrews, a plain old 
farmer in Auburn, N. Y., mortgaged his 
property for $3,000 to start the printing. 
The Wayne Sentinel, published at Palmyra, 
did the work on a contract for 5,000 copies 
for $5;000. The. printing office was an upper 
floor, near the store where I worked, and 
I was one of the few persons who was al- 
lewed about the office while the publishing 
was going on. 


How the Bible Was Printed. 


“ The copy for the ‘ Book of Mormon’ was 
prepared in a cave that Smith and others 
dug near the scene of the finding of the 
golden plates on Gold Hill. I weft out there 
frequently for a Sunday walk during the 
process of the translation of the plates and 
the printing of the book. Somie one of: the 
converts was constantly about the entrance 
to the cave, and no one but Smith and Alvin 
Cowdry, a school teacher there, who had 
proselyted that season, was allowed to go 
through the door of the cave. Rigdon had 
some hopes of converting me, and I was per- 
mitted to go near the door, but not so much 
as to peep inside. Smith told me later that 
no one had ever seen the golden plates but 
himself, and that he wore the glasses found 
with the plates and was thus able to translate 
the new message from heaven to the people. 
He read aloud, and Cowdry, who was seated 
on the other side of a screen or partition in 
the cave, wrote down the words as pro- 
nounced by Joe. 

“ The nmanship of the copy furnished 

welt e004, but the grammer, spelling, and 
npr as oa were done by John H. Gilbert, 
who was chief compositor in the office. I 
have heard him swear many a time at the 
syntax and orthography of Cowdry and de- 
elare that he would not set another line of 
type. The copy came in one mass, and there 
were no paragraphs, no punctuation, and 
no capitals. All thet was done in the print- 
ing office, and what a time there used to be 
in straightening sentences out, too! 

* During the work of printing the book I 
remember that Joe Smith kept fn the back- 
ground. He was wanted several times at 
the printing office to ¢xplain some obsture 
sentences and apparent blunders in compo- 
sition, but he never came near the printers. 
He sent word by his brother Hyrum that 
the work of translating absorbed his mi:d 
and functions so that he could not attend to 
mundane business. Every morning Hyrum 
Smith appeared at the office with install- 
ments of copy of twenty-four pages buttoned 
up in his vest, and came regularly and punc- 
tually for them at night. 

‘The publication of the book of 5388 pages 
was pushed with spirit, but until it Was com- 
pleted not a copy Was allowed to leave the 
office. Every volume was packed in an up- 
per room, and the pile they made struck me 
at the time, and has since ‘been vividly in 
my mind, as comparing in size and shape 
with a cord of wood, and I called it a cor 
of Mormon Bibles. The work was finished in 
the spring of 1880. Not long after the pub 
lication was completed Smith and his fol- 
lowers bezan their preparations for a re- 
moval, and ere long the parties, with their 
converts, packed up all their belongings 
and left for Kirtland, 

“This removal was not ‘on compulsion ’ 
from any complaints of their neighbors, like 
those they were subséquently compelled to 
make from Kirtland and Nauvoo, but all 
seemed to enter Into it readily and ‘with the 
utmost cheerfulness, though many aband- 
oned homes of great comfort and compara-~- 
tive wealth. In the exodus there were farm- 
ers who were customers of the firm where I 
was employed that sold their farms to th 
amount of $15,000, all of which was com- 
mitted to the care and tender mercy of Joe 
Smith, and the votaries committed them- 
— to his care and guidance.’’—New York

He has 
hired a pier from Mr. Brega, and conductsa 
fishing emporium: No nets of any kind other 
than: his own are allewed on the pier, -but 
pole-fishing is encouraged, and minnows and 
fish are for sale to the many amateurs at- 
tracted.. The old man, with a numerous 
family and dependents, ves in a little cabin 
built on: the pier itself. He has boats to let 
and men to row them. But his great source 
of revenue .is his drop nets. There are two 
of these, ten or fifteen feet each in diam- 
eter, and hauled up by means of windlasses. 
At each net he has a crew, which operates 
it according to the traditions of drep-net 
fishing, as follows: 
Ethics ef Drop-Net Fishing. 

First there is for each crew one old ficher- 
man, who is the boss of the net. Then there 
is another -skilled individual who handles 


the fong dip net on the end ofa pole. Besidés 
these there are two. or three helpers, who 
i turns‘winding up the windlass. When 
the net is safely reposing at the. bottom 
of the lake, the old fisherman walks: up and 
down a certain. number of times, mutters 
some mysterious charm known oniy to the 
profession, and then says tersely: “ Haw! 
up.” That is all he does, but his is the high- 
paid job just. the same. The helper turns 
the crank as fast as he-is able and gets the 
net to the top of the water. If there are any 
fish of a salable size in it, the nian with the 
dip net skillfully extracts them, giving cach 
a blow on the back of the head and dropping 


it into the tub provided. Then the’ process 


is repeated. 

Drop nets, gill nets, and set lines form the 
principal means which these fishermen tse 
to make their catches. Now and then, when 
their knowledge of things piscatoria] tells 
them that the fish are biting, they take e 
boat and a.couple of poles and indulge in 


the recreation of using a hook andline: The 
other methods are work. 

Such.is the life of the inhabitants of Hyde 
Park’s own fishing settlement, so queer and 
old-fashioned that a person dropped: down

been heard of as a Hebrew scholer, 
nor hae he appeared since its publication as 
the author of any work oe ar oagypbeags 0. ae 
that pamphlet was eminently su : 
Within a very short time it was reprinted 
three times. To the run of German readers 
Mr. Schach seemed to have made a new reve- 
lation in showing that the Hebrew tongue 
“had arisen like a phceenix from its ashes, 
and been endowed with sufficient vitality to 
become the vernacular of about ten millions 
of people, scattered all over the world at the 
present time. The success of his essay mis- 
led even some American students into quot- 
ing him as an authority, although he never 
professed to give anything like a learned 
treatise on his subject, and his historical and 
bibliographical data were far from being as 
comprehensive and correct as they might 
have been. Only about six months.ago the 
announcement that a monthly Hebrew pub- 
lication had made its appearance in Berlin 
was noticed throughout the Buropean press, 
and even found its way into some of the most 
important papers here, as if it were of ex- 
traordinary importance. People wondered if 
such a periodical could find readers enough 
to pay the cost of printing it. 

This notion that the Hebrew is a dead 
tongue is based on a popular misapprehen- 
‘sion, nor is there any more reason for the 
common supposition that the modern He- 
brew, at its best, is able only to express 
theological and religious thoughts. The He- 
brew literature of the present time comprises 
books and periodicals on every scholastic, 
scientific, and social subject imaginable. So 
great is the demand for Hebrew reading 
matter among the Jews that there are two 
daily papers in that language. The one is 
published in Warsaw and the other in St. 
Petersburg, and several weekly papers cir- 
culate all over the world. Besides the 
monthly publication recently started in Ber- 
lin, there are many magazines of great value 
to the student of social and scholastic learn- 
ing. Even in New York there is @ 
Hebrew weekly, and attempts were made 
lately to establish a monthly magazine, and 
six or seven numbers actually appeared, 
with contents sufficiently varied and inter- 
esting to attract the notice of many intelli- 
gent readers. New books in the Hebrew 
tongue appear very frequently, mostly in 
Russia, Austria, Germany, and Palestine, 
but sorhetimes even in the United States; 
and, like all such publications, they are 
largely circulated among the Jews in all the 
lands of their dispersion. 


Language Used by the Uniearnzed. 


Besides the use that the learned Jews make 
of the Hebrew tongue for the writing of 
books and periodicals, the unlearned use it 
for the most common practical purposes. 
Judicial and business documents are written 
in that language for the most part, and 
sometimes according to the formdla or in 
the:diction of the rabbis of the first centuries 
of the Christian era. Only a disaffected and 
litigious Jew will fail to recognize the valid- 
ity of such documents and take his case 
to a secular court if he knows that a rabbin- 
ical court would decide against him. Re- 
spectable Jewish business houses even ad- 
vertise theic wares in the Hebrew tongue; 
thus- reaching their trasatlantic brethren 
and acquainting the emigrant Jew with their 
places of business before he embarks for 
America, since that which is printed in 
Hebrew finds its way among the Jews all 
over the world. 

The fact is that the Hebrew has never 
been a cead tengue to the Jews, and their 
love and veneration for it are akin to their 
religious ccnvictions and entwined with 
them. It was used for réligious and practi- 
cal purposes quite commonly up to the be- 
ginning of the present century, when the 
Western languages became current among 
the Jews, as a consequence of their emanci- 
pation from medieval oppression and ex- 
elusiveness. The rabbis of various lands 
and the Jewish merchants also had no other 
vehicle of intercommunication with their 
brethren except the tongue ie which the 
Bible, the Mishna, and the later standard 
works of Hebrew literature were written. 

The great philosophical and sch-lastic 
works of the period between the ninth and 
the fifteenth centuries, composed in the ver- 
nacular Arabic of their writers, became 
known to the Jews of the diaspora only 
through their translation into Hebrew. The 
Jewish bankers, ship owners, exporters, and 
importers of Italy, France, and Hollan‘i had 
no language to communicate with their fel- 
low-tradesmen and fellow-believers of other 
countries except the Hebrew, for up to the 
present century the knowledge of many 
languages was far from being as common 
as it is now. When a Jewish traveler came 
from Germany or the Orient among his 
brethren in a land of whose language he was 
ignorant, he was compelled to- make his 
wishes known in Hebrew. Hence it is that 
there are so many Hebrew words and 
phrases mixed up in the dialects which the 
Jews speak in the varicus lands of their dig- 
persion. The liberalized Jew who ignores 
the religious customs of his people and 
knows nothing and wants to know nothing 
of their sacred tongue understands and 
sometimes unconsciously uses these words 
and phrases; more frequently he parodies 
them in the language of his country. This 
it Ils that imparts the strange ring to his 
speech, which grates on ears not Jewish, but 
which appears quite natural to his fellow- 
believers. 


Ages ef Development. 


Historically what is called -the modern 
Hebrew tongue has been continuously devel- 
oping since the ages of antiquity. In Mish- 
naic times, or from about two centuries be- 
fore the Christian era to about two centuries 
afterward, it adopted some of the grammat- 
ical forms of the Aramean dialect and many 
words of the languages then current among 
the Jews. The earliest rabbinical writings, 
the Mishna and some of the Midrashim, are 
classed among the specimens of good He- 
brew, in epite of the admixture of technical 
terms from other languages. The Talmud- 
ists. both Babylonian and Jerusalemite, in- 
troduced more such terms into the language 
of the Hebrew schools. The language of 
prayer, however, always remained unadul- 
terated, and the poetry of the Hebrew bards 
always aimed at the diction and grammatical 
forms of the authors of the Old Testament. 

The poets of Arabic Spain introduced the 
“rhyme” of theif vernacular into the He- 
brew, but their diction was almost always 
without exception pure and in the spirit of 
the prophets, so that a David or an Isaiah 
could have understood them without the 
least difficulty. After their time the devel- 
opment of the language went on, but with a 
tendency toward greater grammatical ac- 
curacy. The schools of learning: used the 
Talmud: dialect. Prayers and poems were 
written in pure Hebrew. Correspondence. 
and conversation, the latter mostly among 
the Jews of Oriental lands depended on the

purpose of that periodical, called Measeph 
-~the Compiler—was to introduce new 
thoughts and new: methods of reasoning 
among the Jews, but it served indirectly to 
raise the status of the Hebrew. tongue, 

The writers of that coterie, or rather of 
that class of liberal thinkers, which had nu- 
merous representatives in Russia, Galicia, 
and Poland, were men of great skill 'n the 
use of the Hebrew tongue, and of great de- 
votion to the cause of enlightening cheir 
brethren. They discarded the use of Ara- 
‘maic, Syriac, and other Oriental terms 
which had crept into the sacred tongue, 
and invented new terms for the expression 
of modern thoughts on strictly grammatical 
principles, formed out of.purely Hebrew 
roots. Besides their scientific and scholas- 
tic essays, they wrote poems, satires on 
fanatical beliefs and usages, and elegant 
essays in a style which would not have 
shamed Michah or the Psalmists. The 
orthodox rabbinical writers, and especially 
those of Russia, were compelied to study 
grammar and to remodel their medieval 
Hebrew diction so that it might hold its 
own against the elegant style of the “‘ reno- 
vators.’’—Henry Gersoni, in New York Sun. 


YEAR'S DEFEATS OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Showing ef the Annual Report of the 
New York State Anti- 
Suffragists. 


New York, April 30.—At the annual meet- 
ing of the New York State Association 
Opposed to the Suffrage of Women, which 
was held “yesterday afternoen at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Gilbert EB. Jones, Mrs. Arthur 
M. Dodge read a report detailing the work 
of tae organization during the last year. 
She said that besides California, where the 
proposition to extend suffrage to women 
was submitted to the people and defeated 
in November by a vote of 88,000 to 57,000, 
the question was defeated in the Legisla- 
ture of Montana, 41 to 27; in the Senate of 
Nevada, 9 to 5; in the Nebraska Legislature, 
56 to 36; in the Assembly of Arizona, 13 to 
9; by the House of Oklahoma, 13 to 11; in 
the Massachusetts House, 86 to 53: and by 
the Legislature of Delaware, 17 to 7. Both 
Houses of the Legislature of Connecticut, 
she said, voted against the extension, and 
the Maine Judiciary reported unanimously 
against it. Moreover, the question of the 
right of women to vote under the present 
State Constitution was taken to the Su- 
preme Court of Indiana. and defeated, and 
in Kansas, where the women now vote in 
municipal elections, the Lower House killed 
the bill giving thm the right to vote for 
Presidential Electors. 

In Nova Scotia, Mrs. Dodge said, the 
local House defeated the proposition to 
extend the suffrage to women by a vote of 
23 to 5; in England the House of Commons 
killed a similar measure by a vote of 228 to 
157; while in South Australia, where women 
are permitted to vote on many questions, 
the Federal Convention rejected an amend- 
ment to allow them to cast ballots for mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives by a 
vote of 23 to 12. 

In this State, Mrs. Dodge reported, the 
work of the agssociation has not progressed 
as rapidly as the members could have de- 
sired, and she made a plea for a wider ex- 
tension of the organization. Legislatures, 
she said, are universally inclined to grant 
what women ask, but the appearance of 
even a few women in organized opposition 
to the demand for the ballot is usually suffi- 
client to defeat it.

“IN THE TIDEWAY” DOESN’T FUL- 
FILA. PROMISES OF FIRST WORK. 


Compared with “Om the Face of the 
| Waters,” Its Plot Is Inconsequen- 
tial amd Its Characters Are Not 


Strong—Style of the First Is Lack-. 


ing—Some New George Sand Cor- 
respondence Raked Out for Inspec- 
tion—-Week in Publishing Trade. 


O one who only knows Mra, Flora 
Annie Steel by her now famous nov- 
el, “On the Face of the Waters,” 
would recognize her latest story, “In 
the Tide-Way ” (Macmillan company), 

as being by the same hand. The style as 
well as the subject is that of another writer. 
In “ On the Face of the Waters " Mrs, Steel 
was all seriousness. She had a tremen- 
dous plot, and she realized it. In the pres- 
ent story there is little plot and not a great 
deai of seriousness. An attractive, though 
foolish, woman marries the man she dogs not 
love for no good reason. It must be said to 
her credit though that she did not know 
that he was a drunkard when she married 
him and that he was only kept sober through 
hypnotic influence. Woman of the world 
that she was, she did not seem to appre- 
clate the danger of inviting the man that 
she did love to stay with her in the coun- 
try during her honeymoon. The expected 
happened, or might have happened, if the 
elements had not interfered, and the story 
ends in a tragedy. 

There are other characters in the book, 
bul néne equal to the characters in Mrs. 
Steel's magnum opus. I should much like 
to know whether thie story was written 
before or since “ On the Face of the Waters.” 
It 1s short enough to have been written since, 
but {i was certainly not written under the 
influence of that powerful tale. 
Tide-Way ” is a good story. It would be 
very good from most writers. I am only 
comparing it with the standard set up by 
the author in her strongest book, and that 
may not be an altogether fair comparison. 
The India story, by the way, has passed 
through twelve editions already and I am 
told that its popularity shows no signs of 
abating.

I don’t know what the French people 
would do without George Sand to write 
about. Scareély a week passes by that 
some new letters of hers to some one or of 
some one to her are not raked out of oblivion 
and published to an eager world. Only with- 
in a short time a book of her letters was 
put upon fhe market, and that hed been 
preceded by an extraordinary correspond- 
ence with an Italian physician who con- 
feased himself her lover, to the evident 
pride of his wife and gon. Now comes the 
Paris Figaro with a batch of letters that 
passed between Mme. Sand and Louis Na- 
poleon when the former was at the héight 
of her charm, though not in her first youth, 
Que of these letters was written from Fort 
Ham, where she had sent him her books 
and expressions of her friendship. It is 
dated Jan. 24, 1845: : 

Madame: Believe me when I say that the sweet- 
est title I can give you is that of friend, for it 
shows an intimacy which I am proud to think 
exists between us. If in the eyes of the public I 
value my title of Prince, it is because this title 
has always been disputed by the men and govern- 
ments who regard the revolution as an accident, 
and all that the people established between 1789 
and 1815 as illegimate. S80 long as France has 
Princes I shall not destroy my baptismal certifi- 
cate, hut it will give me pleasure to efface my 
post the day on which there are only citizens. 
There is a word in your letter, Madame, that makes 
me fear you have ill understood my sentiments. 
You do gentle violence to yourself. You say in 
writing: ‘‘If I write with warmth and impetu- 
osity, it is not from calculation, but from enthu- 
siasm.'' I express without reserve my lively sym- 
pathy for a woman, illustrious by her genius and 
the splendor of her heart. If I only saw in her 
the head of a party I should write coldly in the 
iced style of politics. Had I the happiness to be 
able to see you I should tell you all I think and 
all I feel, and if you did not approve of my con- 


victions, you would at least do justice to my frank-. 


ness. I desire liberty and even power, but I 
should prefer to die in prison rather than owe my 
elevation té a He. I am nota Republican, because 
I think in the present monarchical state of Europe 
and of divided parties a republic impossible, but 
I earnestly desire @ government that will try to 
give France democratic institutions, have a care 
for the well-being of the greatest number, and 
bring about the triumph of liberty, virtue, and 
justice. At the same time nmiy hopes day by day 
diminish, for every day I see that the head of 
France grows flatter, her paunch bigger, and her 
heart narrower, 

The second one is dated April 2, 1845: 

Madame: Your last letter methought said: ** I 
have given you all I can. No more, because I 
have my own poor about me.’ Nevertheless I 
again crave your charity, for I know that you have 
inexhaustible riches in your -heart, and are able 
to solace every possible misery. If people are un- 
just towards me, if they are despite my situation 
jubilant, why should one be surprised? Men in 
general are born to fight, and war is neither just 
nor tender. But you have all the qualities of a 
man and none of his defects. You cannot be un- 
just to me, and lend me vices that I have not, or 
read my writings with the scrutiny of an Attor- 
ney-General wanting to base a prosecution on 
their drift. In short, you cannot condemn me, 
because to do so you would have to invent the 
offense and pass sentence. Since you have read 
my works you no longer, you say, believe in my 
love of equality. I cannot seriously think you 
have found anything in them that runs against the 
general principle of equality. It may be I do not 
attach the same sense that you do to the word, for 
two persons are never fully agreed on any prin- 
ciple, and what makes the great words *‘ equality’’ 
and ‘‘ liberty ’’ have such different meanings is 
that each interprets them in hisown way. If they 
had not a narrow sense they would fetch nobody. 
But to interpret diversely is not to deny the sanc- 
tity of the dogma. On she contrary, if you conde- 
scend to be frank, you will allow that you are 
glad of this excuse for dismissing me. When you 
were alone in the country, with your own thoughts 
and impressions, my words moved you. You

AWAKENING OF THE CHINESE EMPIRE. 


It Now Has English Schools, a Trade 
Dollar, and a Great River Opened 
te Commerce, 


Shanghai, April 2.—Nearly every day 
brings some new item showing the genuine 
awakening of China and the profound influ- 
ence on the people of the lessons of the war 
with Japan. If any one five years ago had 
predicted that in Shanghal, Canton, and 
Hong Kong schools for instruction in the 
English language would be opened and pa- 
tronized liberally he would have been re- 
garded as visionary. Yet in Canton, within 
the last two months, more than twenty 


schools for teaching Bnglish have been es- 


tablished, A few of these are under the con- 
trol of native Christian missionaries, but 
the greater part have been started by Chi- 
nese who are quick. to see the general feeling 
among rich and influential Hterat! officials 
and merchants that their sons must acquire 
English if shay. O59 to make any showing 
in the public service. 

The sttitude.of. the common people toward 
foreigners in the large treaty ports has also 
c materially during the last few 
months. There ie a marked absence of sor 
insulting terms which used to be mutter 
on all sides when a foreigner ventured into 
the native quarter, and no open insults or 
attacks have been reported for some time. 
This is due largely to the warnings from 
mandarins thet rights of foreigners must be 
respected and to the swift and heavy pun- 
ishment of all offenders against this edict. 

Another remarkable proof of the growing 
influence of foreign customs on the Chinese 
is the English inscription on the new Chi- 
nese dollar coined at the Pei-yang mint. It 
has been. designed for general circulation 
throughout the empire and: not merely for 
the treaty ports. It is well minted, and on 
one side in English is the inscription, Twen- 
ty-second Year of Kwang-shu Pei-yang Ar- 
senal,’”? Within is a picture of the imperial 
dragon and the pearl, and surrounding the 
whole is a Chinese version of the English 
words. On the other side are Chinese and 
Manchu characters. To popularize this coin 
among the people of the interior the govern 
ment has decided to pay salaries and ex- 
penses of all officials with it, instead of the 
old taels, as goon af local mints can be es- 
tablished. Ina short time this will supplant 
the old method of reckoning by taels. 

The formal announcement of the opening 
of the West River was made last week. The 
date is set for June 4. This is one of the 
important trade water routes of South China, 
and the decree opens it for the commerce 
of the world as far as Wuchow, in Kwaneg-si, 
which is the head of navigation for all deep- 
draft vese#els. Three treaty ports are desig- 
nated and foyr places of call for goods and 
passengers. The opening of the river will 
add much to the trade of both Hongkong 
and Canton, as the Portuguese Port of Macao 
is virtually out of competition owing to the 
heavy duties imposed on alltonnage. There 
is a strong feeling reported in Kwang-si and 
Kwang-tung for the encouragement of for- 
eign trade. Both these provinces used to be 
bitterly hostile to the foreigner, and every 
attempt to open the interior to trade was re- 
sented, but now thereis a ete revulsion 


of feeling, and several cities a little of the . 


regular trade routes are clamoring for the 
same privileges as their more fortunate 
neighbors. Into Wuchu foreigners are flock- 
ing, the missionaries having already bought 
much iand for buildings. . Trade in f 
goods is very lively, the people seeming to 
have a great pertiality for muslins, ae they 
bought up the whole stock of this goods 
brought into the city. 


Hotels in Greece. 

Prof. Gildersleeve in Atlantic Monthly: In 
Greece the hotels of the interior follow one 
general type—the Italian. There is no com- 
mon sitting room. . Why should there be? 
There is no office, but that does not seem to 
interfere with the presentation of the bills. 
The ground floor is given up to a café or 
restaurant, if the innkeeper goes into that 
line of business. Very often, however, the 
master of the Apollo has only rooms to let. 
The sleeping apartments on the floor above 
are often approached by an outside stair- 
way, and, as is to be expected in a southern 
climate, they are scantily furnished.

for the occasion, but it had to be abandoned, the 
twang of Montmartre and Belleville asserting it- 
self far too joudly to be agreeable to the ear. Ac- 
cording to the London Era Sig. Tamagno is to 
sing three times at Covent in ‘* Otello ’’; he gave 
his aid to this performance without remunere- 
tion, 

The announcement of the festival performance 
of ‘*‘ Elijah" by the Apollo Musica) club, to be 
given at the Auditorium on May 10, recalls an 
experience of the club on the occasion of its last 
presentation of this work, which was not gen- 
erally known at the time. It was late in May, 
1893, and the Apallo club had been chosen to 
dedicate Music Hall at the World’s Fair, the 
building being just completed at that time, A 
large audience had assembled in honor of the 
event, counting in ite number many distinguished 
visitors from various parts of the world. Soloists, 
orchestra, and chorus were in their places; the 
conductor was at hand ready to begin the work, 
but the music for’ the chorus had not arrived. 
The 600 Apollo members were ready to do their 
work, but had no music from which to sing. To 
those who recall the many difficulties in trans- 
porting anything to or through the World's Fair 
grounds in that month of May, the reason for the 
delay. will be. apparent. The situation became 
embarrassing. The time for beginning the con- 
cert had arrived and evidences of impatience 
were apparent throughout the large building. At 
last, unable to wait longer and unwilling to dis- 
appoint the assembled audience, Mr. Tomlins, 
in a few brief words, informed the chorus that the 
concert would be given without the music. ‘*‘ If 
you have never looked at me befdre,’’ said the 
director, *‘ you must do so now. You have no 
books to look at. We know ‘ Elijah’ and we 
will do it."’* The comeert then began. Two entire 
numbers. were sung by the chorus, some work 
was performed by the soloists, and a third chorus 
was well under way when the books arrived and 
weré speedily in the hands of the singers. No 
one in the audience would have known from 
faults in the work or falling away from the Apollo 
standards that anything had beer wrong at the 
first part of the concert, Whether or not the club 
could ‘have continued through the entire work 
without mistake it not known. A feeling of relief, 
however, on the part of the members when the 
music did finally arrive may well be imagined.

‘TRACE MAN FAR BACK. 


ASSYRIAN RECORDS SEVEN THOU- 
SAND YEARS OLD UNCOVERED. 


They Carry History Back 1,500 Years 
Before Adam-—Discovery Is Due to 
American Euterprise Represented 
by Mr. Haynes and His Party—On 


They Find Thirty Thousand Valua- 
ble Inscriptions, 


ONDON, April 16.—-A. pleasant retro- 
spect and a refreshing mental relax~- 
ation may be found by those who are 
bored by the sordid affairs of this day 
and generation if they will examine 

the revelations just made by American and 
English Assyriologists of the manner of life 
on this planet 7,000 years or more ago. It 
is only recently that the bare fact was es‘ab- 
lished, to the satisfaction of all whose judg- 
ment is entitled to respect, that human his- 
tory considerably anmtedates the time which 
many generations believe was fixed by the 
Bible as the date of the creation of man. 
This revelation has now been supplemented 
by the discovery and translation of detailed 
human records of the doings of men and 
nations twelve to fifteen centuries earlier 
than the episode of the serpent in the Gar- 
den of Eden, as set down in the Jewish 
acriptures. It is.a marvelous discovery, and 
one has no need to be an archeologist, or 
even a lover of history, in order to appreciate 
and enjoy some of its fascinating details of 
human nature as it existed before the birth 
of the world according to still prevailing re- 
ligious belief. . 

The work which has been done for five 
years past among Assyrian ruins under the 
auspices of the University of Pennsylvania 
is, of course, known in a general way to all 
intelligent persons in the United States and 
this country. It is only just now, however, 
that the value of that work has become ap- 
paremt. The discoveries within and beneath 
the ruins of the buried City of Nippur by 
Mr. Haynes and his band have been rich be- 
yond their most sanguine dreams. The rec- 
ords in clay which have been recovered com- 
prise, as far ae they have been deciphered, 
a history of human events which will com- 
pel a free revision of all existing theories of 
the origin and evolution of man. All the 
credit for bringing these wonderful records 
to light belongs to American enterprise, en- 
ergy, and patience. The still greater task 
of restoring and making intelligible these 
strange inscriptions upon imperishable clay 
has been performed with astonishing suc- 
cess by the greatest archeologists of all 
countries. This work is by no means com- 
pleted, but it is progressing steadily tn vari- 
ous parts of the world, until now, almost 
daily, the “ threshold of history "’ is moved 
back further and further into a paat no 
longer dim. 

Account of Latest Revelations. 

Mr. W. St. Chad Boscarven is the greatest 
of modern Assyriologists, just as Prof. 
Flinders Petrie is the greatest ef Egyptol- 
ogists. Mr, Boscarven published yesterday 
an interesting account of the very latest rev- 
elations resulting from the American explo- 
rations in the land of the Chaldeans. His 
estimate of the scope and value of the work 
is impressive, “To the true student of 
history and sociology,” he says, “‘ the gains 
are enormous. History has received a 
retrospective enlargement beyond his wild- 
est dreams, and the history of civilization 
has been carried back to an antiquity un- 
thought of. That we havé now in our pos- 
session not merely one isolated fragment, 
but a-series of chapters of Old Worid history 
—strictly contemporary writings—which 
canfiot be assigned to a later date than five 
thousand years before the Christian era, isa 
fact which cannot be disputed by any 
thoughtful student. Ancient as the inscrip- 


Ghaldean sacred city of Nippur are, they are 
not the records of a nation just emerging 
from savage life, but of rich, powerful, cul- 
turéd civic kingdoms, thus ‘ !ndicating 
centuries of previous growth and develop- 
ment, and thus necessitating a still further 
retrogression of that mythic rubicon, the 
‘threshold of history.’ 

‘“* The site of the city,” Mr. Boscarven goes 
on, * is marked by the great group of mounds 
called by the Arabs to this day Nuffar, but a 

slight variation of the old name. The great 
mouné of Bint el: Amir (the Amir’s Daugh- 
ter), which forms the acropolis of this site 
is the ruins of the stage tower of the Temple 
of Mulll, the “ ghost god "’ of Babylonia—one 
of the most ancient of the temples of Chaldea 
—older by far than Babylon itself, which 
did not become the capital until about B. C. 
2900. The site was visited by Loftus and 
Layard, but no regular excavations were at- 
tempted, and archeologists had long been 
anxious that some attempts should be made 
at @ systematic exploration. There were, 
however, great difficulties in the way, the 
chief being the extremely unhealthy nature 
of the place—situated on the edge of the 
malarious marshes of the Afadj—liable to 
constant outbreaks of fever and cholera and 
plague, and in a district peopled by a wild 
and turbulent body of Arabs, the Montefik 
tribes, subject to no rule. 

Work of the American Expedition. 

“Still, notwithstanding these hindrances, 
the American expedition under Mr. Haynes 
has labored for five years and laid bare the 
ruins of at least four cities and settlements 
which have successively occupied the site, 
and heve recovered over 30,000 inscribed 
records. Here the explorers have worked 
according to the system of clearing each 
successive stratum, and noting the relative 
position and depth of each find, no.matter 
how emall: a system which has established 
the archeological value of the explorations 
of Schliemann, Dorpfell, and Petrie, and the 
value of the explorations ts consequently 
greater by far than any formerly undertaken 
in Chaldea. 

“The great temple tower which formed 
the center around which all the other build- 
ings were grouped was built of bricks bear- 
ing the name and titles of a King named 
Ur-Bau, already known to us as the builder 
of the stage tower at Mughier, or Ur of the 
Chaldees. The date of this monarch is about 
B. C, 2700, and he appears to have been the 
first monarch to build these great stage 
towers. In constructing his temple and 
tower upon a massivé platform Ur-Bau hed 
to remove and level the débris of a former 
city, which had been destroyed many years 
before. In penetrating through this débris 
numbers of bricks and tablets and fragments 
of inscribed vases were found which had 
been broken up when the city was sacked, 
and at length a second and still more mas- 
sive pavement was reached, This pavement 
was composed of very large bricks, bearing 
the names of Sargon and his son, Naram- 
Sin, whose date is ascertained to be B. C. 
3800-8750. The writing of these inscriptions 
is much more archaic than those of Ur-Bau, 
and is an interesting example of the transi- 
tion from the linear.to the cuneiform. On 
this same level were found the remains of an 
immense rampart fifty feet thick, built of 
puddied clay and brickwork, bearing the 
same inacriptions, reading on the stamped 
bricks, ‘ Naram-Gin, builder of the Temple of 
Mulll.’ 

Sank Shafte de’ Virgin Seil. 

“ Passing beneath this pavement the ex- 
plorers sank shafts until they reached the 
virgin ¢oi), which was found at a depth of 
about thirty-five feet below the second pave- 
ment. In doing this they passed through 
two primitive settlements, the oldest of 
which, judging by the amount of accumu- 
lated d above it and its primitive char- 
acter, cannot be assigned to a later period 
than about B. C. 5000. There was no trace 
of a temple, but only a large sacred. iu- 
closure, in the center of which was an altar

we may reasonably call the earliest 
‘ chapter of history. — 
“ The first vases are those of a King named 
Esaganna, who claims to have established 
sovereignty in Mrech’ and ‘lo in 


Ur,’ and who ruled over * the land of reeds 


and canals,’ the name given to Sumir, or 
South Babylonia. This monarch had one 
great enemy in the lord of the city-king- 
dom of Kish, situated in North Babylonia, 
and the first part of this chapter relates to 
him—it reads: ‘He raided the City of 
Kish, and Enegun, King of Kish, he bound, 
with hordes of the land of the Bow, his city 
he spoiled; his property with fire, he burned 
his statue, his precious metal (silver?), and 
his wooden furniture to Muli) in Nippur he 
dedicated.’ 


Evidence of Advance in Civilization. 
“ Here there is evidence of some consider- 
able advance in civilization: metals are 
worked, cities built, and Kings have royal 
treasure and furniture. The next chapter 
is on the vases of the King Lugal-gaggi-si. He 
was a warrior of the ‘ horde of the land of 
the Bow,’ whom the Babylonians dreaded 
and called ‘the people of evil heart.’ On 
the fall of Kish he took possession of that 
city, and soon after conquéred Erech and 
made himself King.. The position of his in- 
scription, given above, reads: ‘To Mulil, 
lord of the world, Lugal-zaggi-si, King of 
Erech—King of the whole earth, commander 
of heaven—Supreme Prophet of Ni- 
son of Ukus; Viceroy of 

of the land of the Bow, 

(also) Supreme Prophet of Nidaba (who is) 
regarded by the holy eye of the King of the 
world, the Viceroy of Mulil.’ Further on in 
this important inscription he claims to be 
ruler from the lower sea of the Euphrates 
and Tigris to the upper sea of the Setting 
Sun; that is, from the Persian Gulf to the 
Mediterranean. He speaks of the ‘ roads 
being open before him,’ which seems to in- 
dicate a flying raid such as that of Kudur- 
lagamar, the Chedorlaomer of Genesis xiv., 
thousands of years later. These historical 
fragments show that Unug or Uruk, the 
Erich of the Bible, was the first capital of 
Chaldea, and lead us to regard it as identi- 
cal with the Enoch, the first city bullt (Gen. 
iv., 17). ‘ The people of the land of the Bow ’ 
are to be identified with the wild tribes on 
the east of the Tigris, and in the immediate 
neighborhood of the ancient Kingdom of 
Ansan on the plain of Mal Amir. Dr. Hil- 
precht is anifestly wrong in seeing in 
them the Semites of North Babylonia. How 
long this dynasty lasted we know not, but 
of its final overthrow a most important rec- 
ord was discovered by M. de Sarzec at Tello 
in the celebrated ‘ Stela of the Vultures,’ ” 


CHINA AWAKENING 10 NEW IDEAS 


War with Japan Has Meved Leading 
Men to Study English—Moere 
Friendly te Missionaries. 


Shanghai, April 13.—Despite the pessimis- 
tic views of several foreign writers on China, 
their judgment that the Marquis Tseng’s 
faith in the awakening of Chine was only an 
emthusiast’s vision, the results of the war 
with Japan have brought changes which 
would be remarkable tn any Buropean coun- 
try, and are little short of miraculous in so 
conservative an empire as the Middle King- 
dom. At first it was difficult te convince 
even intelligent Chinese that China had suf- 
fered at the hands of Japan one of the most 
crushing defeats of modérn times—a defeat 
more shameful and humiliating than France 
endured at Sedan, because Japan is not 
much larger or stronger than any one of a 
haif-dozen provinces of the nation that she 
conquéred. 

But after Viceroy Li returned and the facts 
became generally known among the edu- 
cated classes there was a revulsion of féel- 
ing which, in the slow way in which all 
things move in Chira, has now brought about 
results that would have been regarded as 
visionary two years ago. The most impor- 
tant result is the edict making English com- 
puisory in the highér schools of the leading 
provinees. Even the Marquis Tseng would 
not have had the hardihood to predict such a 
reform as this ten years after he wrote his 
famous review article. And thie edict in- 
cluded a command for the teaching of West- 
ern sciences. This radical change of system 
has been produced by the war, but it may not

Chinese Hterati to the defeots of their na- 
tional intellectual training. 

Many travelers and a few publicists have 
spoken flippantly of the meager results of 
missionary work in China. On the surface 
much of their acrid comment seems too true. 
‘When an estimate of the converts is made it 
presents a pitiful figure beside the expendi- 
ture of life, enthusiasm, and money which 
has been lavished by so many Christian soci- 
eties. Yet any old missionary in Ohina will 
tell you of scores of instances of the human- 
izing quality of religious inetruction as seen 
in characters that appeared beyond the 
reach of all the better impulses. Mapecially 
upon the young this religious has 
had a deep influence, and not a single one of 
the periodical outrages against missionaries 
has been without some noble example of the 
devotion of converts to their teachers and 
guides to the new Christian life, . 

The new movement in Christian ed 
in China is sure to increase the importance 
of the English and American missionaries. 
The religious missions will be centers of edu- 
cation in English, in science, and in foreign 
literature, and an opening will be made in 
influential families for tutors and govern- 
esses. The prominent men in Chine have 
long felt the necessity of a knowledge of En- 
glish, and most of them understand the lan- 
guage fairly well, though they may make no 
effort to speak it. This is the case with old 
‘Li Hung Chang, who picked up many things 
not intended for his ears by his pretense 
that he could not understand English. There 
are many foreign posts open to Chinese who 
know English and French, and even in offi- 
cial posts in Chinese cities which have hg 
eign quarter the ability to speak English 
a great advantage to Viceroy or Taotal.

HIS SKIN BURNED. BY THE X RAYS. 


Lieut. Jackson, a Lexington, Ky., Po- 
liceman, Suffering from Expos- 
wre to Their Effects. 


Lexington, Ky., April27. —Lieut. John Jack- 
son, the giant of the Lexington police force, 


matitis as a result ofan exposure to the X 
rays, which he underwent in the hope of 
locating a bullet that he received while try- 
ing to arrest a negro on Christmas eve. 
About twenty days ago the first exposure 
was made by Prof. M. Ll. Pence in the 
physical department of the State College. 
It lasted fifteen minutes, and was made with 
rather a emall plate. The second exposure 
was made a few days later with a similar 
plate and for the same length of time. On 
Saturday, April 3, the third exposure was 
made with a large plate covering nearly the 
entire chest. The Crookes tube was placed 
about eight inches from the chest. An in- 
duction coll giving a six-inch spark was 
used, the secondary current, being of about 
half a million volts. The exposure lasted 
an hour and a half, and the bones of the 
shoulder, the vertebrze, and the ribs were 
clearly defined, as was the heart, but.the 
bullet was not located. On Monday, Apuil 
5, another exposure was made with the plate 
at his back. The photographic screen was 
used in this case, and the exposure lasted 
only fifteen minutes. The same tube and 
the same voltage were used as on the former 
exposures. This exposure was more satis- 
factory than its predecess?:3. showing the

The American sewing machine, like the 
American watch and the American reaper 
and mower, is the standard of excellence for 
the civilized-world, and the export trade in 


sewing machines penetrates to the uttermost | 


ends of the earth. New ‘York is the great 
sewing machine center of the world because, 
in addition to being the headquarters of the 
industry in the United States, it is the home 
of a company which operates several fac- 
tories in Europe, among them one in Scot- 
land, where 6,000 persons are employed. 
The machines manufactured abroad under 
American patents are not included in the 
statistics of the export trade, though their 
manufacture in Europe cuts off our export 
trade to that extent. Everywhere through- 
out Christendom the American sewing ma- 
chine holds the market against. all com- 
petitors. It is not a qtiestion of price, but 
of merit, quality, and reputation. The only 
country that is making any headway in the 
struggle for the sewing machine trade is 
Germany. There they have gone into it 
seriously, and are turning out machines 
that show a great improvement -over. their 
product of a few years ago. 


Tries the Power of Cheaper Labor. 


«< , 
Germany is hot after us for the world’s 


market, " gaid a sewing machine exporter, 

‘and she is making such excellent machines 
that the competition threatens to become im- 
portant to us. German manufacturers have 
some facilities which Americans do not 
have for obtaining advances from their 
banks upon goods consigned to foreign mar- 
kets, and they can give their commission mien 
six to nine months’ credit on all machines 
handled by them, and the same credit is ex- 
tended to the buyers wherever they may be 
located. Here in New York the sewing ma- 
chines for export are sold for cash, and no 
credit is extended to the buyer. We are 
therefore at a disadvantage in this respect, 
and Germany is increasing her foreign trade 
at our expense. She is making a strong bid 
for the South American trade, and is meet- 
ing with considerable success. German ef- 
forts to sell sewing machines to France 
have not fared so well. No matter how 
cheap the price or how long the credit, the 
Frenchmen will not buy of their enemy, but 
keep on taking American machines.”’ 

The money value of sewing machine ex- 
ports for the year 1805, and for the thirty 
years ending with 1895, was as follows:

Total Exports for 1806. 


For 1896 the total exports were $3,051,168, a 
gain of $791,039 over the preveding year. 
There was an increase in the sales te the 
United Kingdom, British Australasia, Afri- 
ca, Germany, France, and some of the South 
American countries, and a slight falling in 
the number of sewing machines sold to Can~ 
ade. The figures relating to France include

Export Trade a Great Factor. 

“The export trade has been the salvation 
of the sewing machine industry in the Unit- 
ed States,” said the President of one of the 
leading companies. ‘“ During the financial 
depression of the last four years there has 
been a marked decrease in domestic sales, 
and sharp competition has affected prices 
unfavorably. There has been cutting of 
prices in all directions, and some of the 
biggest companies have taken a hand in it. 
The sale of sewing machines at cut prices 
by the large department stores bas had a 
demoralizing effect, and it is not to be de- 
nied that some very excellent machines are 
being marketed in this way at low figures. 
So far the big standardcompanies have kept 
their machines out of the department stores, 
but they would have found it difficult to 
keep their factories running on full time if 
it had not been for the export demand.”’ 

There have been great fortunes made and 
great fortunes missed in the sewing machine 
industry. Elias Howe realized over $1,000,- 
000 in royalties and license fees for his in- 
ventions and improvements, and Isaac M. 
Singer lived to see the business of which he 
was the founderdevelop into colossal propor- 
tions from the investment of $40 and no end 
of patience, perseverance, and skill, from 
which the sewing machine industry started 
a little less than half a century ago. Other 
men have grown rich in the business, and 
from its development and operation vast ad- 
ditions have been made to the wealth and 
prosperity of the country. Howe and Singer 
seem to have been the only ones among the 
earliest inventors who reaped substantial 
rewards. The others lacked the faith and 
persistence to perfect and utilize their ideas, 
and so missed their great chances in life.— 
New York Sun. 


USELESS COLLEGES FOR NEGROES.

Southern Magazine’s Reasons 
Wishing Them Converted Inte 
Industrial Schools. 


There are in the Southern States nearly 100 
endowed schools and colleges devoted to 
regro education. These institutions repre- 
sent an investment of nearly $10,000,000, and 
are maintained at an annual expense of 
about $4,000,000. 

Most of these colleges have been in opera- 
tion for the last twenty years, some of them 
for the last thirty years. It Is quite safe to 
estimate, however, that at least fifty of these 
schools have graduated a class every year 
for the last twenty years; and to estimate 
further that the graduating classes have 
averaged thirty members each. This very 
conservative estimato indicates that the 
negro colleges have graduated 30,000 pupils. 

It -is time that the philanthropists look 
about them and learn the results @f their 
well meant expenditure. Let them investi- 
gate. Let them follow the history of negro 
graduates and learn the emptiness of college 
honors, of Greek, Latin, and mathematics. 
Let them study*the lives of the prosperous, 
useful negroes eyerywhere in the land. 
They will look Iohg and sorrowfully for the 
college graduate among this latter class. 
But they will discover that ninety-nine out 
of every 100 of these prosperous negroés are 
men trained in youth to lives of industry and 
economy. 

We recommend, therefore, to the generous 
men and women of the North that they study 
the results of their philanthropy before de- 

voting further sums to the support of negro 
colleges. We believe that results warrant a 
reform in the course of study now in practice 
at these institutions. It would be an un- 
speakable boon to the negro race if these col- 
leges were converted into industrial training 
schools instead of useless Latin and Greek 
schools. There are two or threé institutions 
of this character now in operation, arid it is 
quite within the limits of truth to say that 
they are of greater material benefit to the 
race than the combined influence of ail the 
colleges in the land.—Dixie.

Itself Particularly Disagreeabie 
—Gulped Down Trysting Hovern, 
Swallowed Live Jaguars, Devoured 
Anmtelopes, Exterminated Other 
Snakes, and Was Finally Killed. 


ROM the little village of Quimbo, on 
the Amazon River, where enough of 
the dense, swampy jungle has been 
cleared from a knoll to’ give room for 

half a dosen or more buildings and a few 
banana trees, cornes a story of an anaconda. 
Like other river products of South America 
the story canie first from the workers tothe 
local traders, then down the river on boats 
to the small traders, to. the agents of New 
York companies, and by tramp steamer to 
New Yérk, where ft was finally printed in the 


| New York Bun. , 


The anaconda was a big one. A piece of 
the skin tanned by a man at Quimbo was five 


feet long and four feet six inches wide. Al- 
lowing for stretching the least diameter of 


the reptile at the part the skin was taken 
from must have been nearly four feet. The 
length of the animal muat, therefore have 
been at least twenty-four feet. The report 
said twenty-eight feet and may be true. 
Several of the stories came before the skin, 
and were doubted, but the dark, skinny nap- 
kin, with its small scales and rather cold ap- 
pearance, has lent an air of truth to some of 
the tales if not toallofthem.

‘Juan Sr. be- 
lieved his son worthy of a half.blood like 
himself, and remonstrated with the boy, but . 
with no other effect than to drive the two to 
a trysting place béside a shallow bayou, 
where they were. sometinges observed by 
others than their fathers. The observers 
of the pair afterward remémbered a little 
head out in the bayou, a head which was 
like those commonly seen in shallow tropical 
bayous, an@ therefore was little date oe of. 
The head was that of ananaconda ‘tom, made 
the bayou [ts home.

One day, when a peon happened to pass the 
bayou, he saw there had been some sort ofa 
ecrimmage, and im the mud was a wooden 
comb, such as an Indian maiden wears in 
her hair. The maiden and the youth were 
never seen at Quimbo afterward, and it was 
nearly three weeks before the anaconda’s 
head was seen again outin the bayou. Some 
think that Juan Jr. eloped with the maiden, 
but others think the horrible head in t 
bayou was responsible for their disappear- 
ance. Mr. Calvit has no mind on the matter. 
He merely rubs the piece of skin, and tells 
of the snake’s subsequent doings. 


Swallowed a Jaguar. 


One day'a few weeks after the two lovers 
had gone an Indian was seeking birds with 
a blowgun near the head of the anaconda’s 
lair, As he was approaching a flock of par- 
rots he saw the anaconda a few rods ahead 
of him. The enake was looking toward an 
especially dénse bit of jungle, and the Indian 
guessed it was hungry and on a still hunt. 
He waited. The snake began to go for- 
ward, just its head showing above the grass, 
a white scar on the side of its head identify- 
ing it with the bayou snake, Inthe clump of 
jungle there. was a jaguar, which had just 
killed a small deer, and the snake was look- 
ding for it. The jaguar drew the deer out into 
the open that it might feed on it comfortably. 
When the snake stopped ft was less than 
twenty feet from the big spotted cat. The

hen the snake leaped its whole s body rose oo 
clear of the ground and down it came upon 
the jaguar, gripping the big cat by the nape 
of its neck. 

Slowly a turn wae made.about the cat’s 
body by the snake; then another.

The next time the snake was heard of gen- 
erally was nearly four months after the 
jaguar was killed. The anaconda came 
ashore and made its way into the woods. 
There was a large herd of monkeys in the 
trees. A large monkey dropped to a log just 
as the snake got there, and instantly the 
monkey was gripped by a hip. The next In- 
stant broken branches, clumps of thorny 
fruit, and everything else that would serve 
as a missile came flying down on the snake, 
which writhed and twisted under the fire. 
It finally opened its jaws and the captive 
monkey fled limping toatreetop. The snake 
reared haif ite length and raced for the 
bayou. 2 
Stirred Up Civil Strife. 


One of thé anaconda’s most remarkable 


} exploits was seen in 1895 by Ralph White and 


Burten Laird, two Englishmen, who were in 
the Amazon Valley seeking insects 
for a rivate entomological  collec- 
tion in ndon. The researches of 
the men led them to the cove 
which was the big snake's lair, where certain 
of the lepidoptera were unusually numerous. 
The mer had been there several times, and 
had moticed the snake, of which they had 
heard, taking care not to give it an oppor- 
tunity to springon them. Oneday just after 
the rainy period, when the river was still 
many feet above ite normal height, the en- 
tomologists, in their canoe, came into the 
cove. The water of the bayou was disturbed, 
and the boat rocked, while from the head of 
the bayou caxme loud hisees. 

‘A smaller and leaner anaconda had come 
through the jungle and invaded. the big one’s 
territory. There had been trouble at once, 


} and the snakes had jumped at each other, 


beginning a death wrestle. The home snake 
was far more powerful than its antagonist, 
but at the time of the men’s arrival Ccored 
were abouteven. To win, one snake must get 
ys ag about a tree or branch that it might 
tteelf tightly about the other.

His home in Washington is one of the largest 
and most elegant in that city of social pleas- 
ures, and the millions which came to him 
through his wife, a daughter of Amasa Stone 
of Cleveland, place him outside the financial 
troubles entailed by the generous entertain- 
ment of others. .

If wide experience and an intimate knowl- 
edge of diplomatic methods can gift a man 
with the faculties necessary to steer clear of 
the shoals which lie in the path of an Am- 
bassador to Great Britain, Ambassador Hay 
should have smooth sailing. 


GEN. HORACE PORTER, 
: Rroabassador to France. 


The experiences of Gen. Horace Porter, 
Ambassador to France, have been of a nat- 
ure more military and less diplomatic than 


those of Ambassador Hay. His knowledge ) 


of affairs at Washington and the relations 
of the United States with other nations is, 
however, extensive. 

Gen. Porter was born in Pennsylvania, 
though now a resident of New York, and is 
60 years old. He was educated at the Law- 
rence Scientific School at Harvard and at 
West Point. He had just graduated, third 
in a class of forty, from the military school 
when the war broke out. 

His army service began with the begin- 
ning of the war and iasted until its close, 
whert he formed one of the little group at 
Appomattox Court-House which watched 
ihe meeting of Grant and Lee to arrange 
the surrender of the Somthern army. Gen. 
Porter went first to the front as a Lieutenant 
ofartillery. Heserved for a time under Gen. 
Hunter and later as a member of Gen. Mc- 
Clellan’s staff. After Antietam, when Mc- 
Clelan was superseded by Burnside, Porter 
joined Rosecrans in Tennessee as Chief of 
Ordnance in the Army of the Ohio. At Chat- 
tanooga he met Grant, and from that time 
until the end his military fortunes followed 
those of the great leader. Gen. Porter was 
ones wounded and was six times bréevetted 
for gallant conduct in action. 

Between Gen, Grant and Gen. Porter a 
warm friendship sprang up during the dark 
days of the war, which, when the warcioud 
had rolled away, still remained and lasted 
until Grant’s death. In 1867 Gen. Porter 
was made Assistant Secretary of War by 
Grant in Johnson’s Cabinet. This was his 
entry into politica, Since then he has re- 
mained more or less closely in touch with af- 
fairs at the National Capital. 

During the last twenty-five years, how- 
ever, the greater part of his time has been 
devoted to large business enterprises. In 
1873 he resigned his army position to be- 
come Vice-President of the Pullman com- 
pany, and later added to that numerous 
and important offices in connection with 
various railroads, being elected last year to

Angell, Minister to Turkey. 
Few. if. any of the foreign diplomatic posts 
are likely to tax to a greater extent the 


faculties of the American Minister. The 
“ unspeakable Turk " is at present the most 
disturbing element in European politics. 
The war with Greece and the Armenian mas- 
sacres have formed subjects for disagree- 
ment between the government and people of 
several nations—not open ruptures, but free 
expressions of dissatisfaction with the gov- 
ernment’s action in leaving the Turk to 
practice his barbarity undisturbed. 

While in these matters and in the ultimate 
action of the powers toward Turkey the 
American Minister is, perhaps, not directly 
concerned, out of them, especially with large 
numbers of Greeks leaving America to take 
part in the war, there are likely to-arise 
numerous complications in which he will be 
concerned. 

In diplomatic service Dr. Angell has al- 
ready had some experience. He was born 
im Scituate, R. I., Jan. 7, 1829, and graduated 
at Brown University in 1849, after which 
he spent some time tn Europe traveling and 
studying. In 1853 he began his educational 
work as professor of modern languages and 
literature at Brown University.. This he 
left to become the editor of the Providence 
Daily Journal in 1860, and six years later was 


called to the Presidency of the University of 


Vermont. In 1871 he became President of 
the University of Michigan, a position which 
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he has since continued to fill with the excep- 
tion of the years 1880 and 1881, when he was 
the United States Minister to China and 
Chairman of a special committee appointed 
to negotiate a treaty with China. In the 
success of this committee, which procured a 
treaty on commercial matters and also one 
on Chinese immigration, Dr. Angell was 
largely instrumental. : 
Besides his educational and@ diplomatic 
work Dr. Angell has devoted considerable 
attention to literature and has co! 
many articles to various periodicals, 


Minister to Japan. 

Alfred E. Buck, Minister to Japan, is per- 
haps more than any of the others yet ap- 
pointed a “‘ self-made ’ man, He is a native 
of Maine—born at Foxcroft, Me., Feb. 7, 
1882—but now a resident of Georgia. He 
paid his own way through Waterville Col- 
lege—now Colby University—and after 
sraduation in 1859 taught school for two 
years. )

1880, 1884, and 1888 he was a mémber from 
Georgia to the Republican National con- 
vention. In 1882 he was chosen Chairman 
of the Georgia State Central committee, 
and later United States Marshal. 

He is engaged in several business inter- 
ests of considerable proportions, and has

Queen’s statue. This statue, the pride of 
Bombay,. was found one morning smeared 
with tar and decorated with a necklace, 
especially insulting, of native slippers. The 
perpetrators of the act have never been dis- 
covered, but the excitement produced was 
intense and lasting. From this time on, the 
underlings of the native population, ignoring 
the deaths of the past, attributed those that 
occurred and were still to occur to the fate- 
ful wrath of the Queen, whom the ignorant 
regard as a divinity armed with occult pow- 
ers. Then finally, after weeks of tnaction, 
in ‘face of a danger recognized too late, came 
the demand for segregation. The demand 
was made by the papers, but, with oneor two 
exceptions, it was made timidly. 

Would it not be better to segregate the 
plague patients? asked the Anglo-Indian ed- 
ftors. This inquiry met with a howl of in- 


The upper towns of the Deccan became sec- 
ondary plague centers. From Karachi the 
pestilence spread up through Sind. Here it 
assumed new violence. For in Bombay 4 
patient might live two or three days, but 
when the plague first broke out in Karachi 
the sick man lived only three hours from the 
time the disease manifested itself. No dis- 
persion abroad, however, loosened its grip 
on Bombay. It raged there, and has contin- 
ued to rage, with even new power, sparing 
not even the children, as it did three years 
ago in Hongkong, but carrying off natives 
of every age. 

Something beastly about it makes the 
plague peculiarly loathsome. The suffering 
is great, though not more severe than in 
many other diseases. But its aspects are 
disgusting.

Story of a Mistake Which Almost De- 
veloped a Tragedy—J. W. Jackson 
and H.G. Ward of Norman, Ok., Were 
Saved Only by the Appearance of 
“Heppy Jack” Wilson, Whom 
They Were Aceused of Murder- 
ing.

KLAHOMA CITY, Ok. April 10.— 
“ The most conclusive and altogether 
complete chain of circumstantial evi- 
dence ever drawn around persons 
charged with murder came under my 
observation recently at Norman, Ok, It al- 
most resulted in the lynching of the con- 
victed men, and has thoroughly demonstrat- 
ed to me that little reliance is to be placed 
on that sort of evidence, especially in cases 
of murder.”’ 

The speaker was a prominent lawyer of 
OklahdOma, and his audience was a group of 
lawyers gathered in the reading room of the 
Grand Avenue Hotel in Oklahoma City, whil- 
ing away the hours with stories of personal 
experience in court and on the circuit. The 
group gathered around the speaker closely, 
for they knew something worth listening to 
was coming. 

“It was the case of the Territory of Okla- 
homa vs. J. W. Jackson and H. G. Ward, 
charged with the murder of one :‘ Happy 
Jack’ Wilson, and the evidence disclosed a 
thrilling story, which pointed unmistakably 
to the guilt of the accused. It seemed that 
about New Year’s day Jackson and Wilson 
had had.a quarrel in a saloon in Norman, in 
which Wilson was badly beaten over the 
head with a chair wieided by Jackson, and 
left for dead. Indeed, it was a grave ques- 
tion for quite a time whether or not his skull 
was not fractured, and he lingered for weeks 
between life and death. Jackson was arrest- 
ed for assault with intent to kill, and after 
giving bail hired Green, a farmer living @ 
few miles from the town, to care for the 
nian, paying all the expenses of medical care 
and nursing. Finally Wilson recovered, was 
seen around town several times, and sud- 
denly disappeared just before the grand jury 
met which was to investigate the charge of 
assault to kill against Jackson. It was 
openly charged that Jackson and Ward had 
spirited him out of the country to keep him 
from testifying against the former. The case 
went over that term of court, with instruc- 
tions from the Judge to thoroughly investi- 
gate, discover Wilson if possible, and find 
out by what means and why he had been spir- 
ited away, if such was the case. 

“Just about that time the town was 
thrown into a tremor of excitement by the 
report that the body of a man had been found 
on the edge of the South Canadian River, 
rot far from the farm of Ward. it was 
partly covered with brush and partly with 
sand, but a hunting party of boys found it 
and notified the authorities. The body was 
brought to the town, and there identified by 
a dozen reputable men and women, one of 
whom was his sister, and all well acquainted 
with him, .as the body of ‘Happy Jack’ 
Wilson. They based their identification on 
a dozen different points—the sister, especial- 
ly, being certain because her brother had a 
gold tooth exactly similar to one found in the 
mouth of the corpse. On the top of the head 
of the corpse were half-healed scars similar 
to those made by Jackson on the head of 
‘Happy Jack,’ the brogans worn by Jack 
were the same make as those on the body, 
a mole on the back of the neck was similar 
to the one known to be on Wilson, and one leg 
was shorter than the other. It looked as if 
there could not be even a shadow of doubt, 
and the excitement ran high. Jackson and 
Ward were, of course, immediately arrested 
and rushed to the jail, which was guarded 
by a large force of officers to prevent lynch- 
ing, for it was regarded as a cold-blooded 
murder without one redeeming feature. 

** Notwithstanding their precarious situa- 
tion the prisoners were cool and collected, 
but thelr very defense had a tendency to 
draw the coils tighter and tighter around 
them. . They acknowledged that they had 


‘spirited Wilson away to prevent him testi- 


fying against Jackson, but had not harmed 
him in any manner; that they had filled him 
full of whisky, taken him across the country 
to Barlboro, where they gave him money, 
and shipped him out of the country. The 
stury was laughed at, and even those who 
thought there might be a mistake were 
howled down after the publication of this 
‘ confession. 


Attempts to Prove His Story. 


*“ But Jackson had some money and spent 
ft freely to demonstrate the truth of his 


of the country and advertised widely, offer- 
ing a large reward for ‘Happy Jack’ Wilson 
pr for information leading to his discovery. 
2iis father came to his aid and went in per- 
gon to Earlboro and other eastern points in 
pearch for the missing man. A reputable 
witness was found who declared he had seen 
Ward and Wilson at Earlboro on the day 
mamed, and saw Wilson put aboard the train 
noticing it particularly because Wilson 
fwas in a beastly state of intoxication. He 
also fully identified Ward as one of the men, 
and a photograph of Wliison was declared 
‘by him to be:the likeness of the man he had 
seen put aboard thé cars. This put new life 
into Jackson’s friends and their exertions to 
discover Wilson were redoubled. 

“The trial came on, however, and nottwith- 
standing the most strenuous exertions made 
by the lawyers for the defense, it looked ex- 
ceedingly dark for the men. I was one of 
them, and although morally convinced of 
their innocence, I could see no hope for them 
unless Wilson could be found—and such a 
thorough search-had been made for him 
without any result that I had little hope of 
that. We went into the case just hoping 


something would turn up in our favor. 
“The witnesses for the prosecution went* 


on the stand and piled up testimony against 
the men until it seemed fnsurmsountable and 
unanswerable. All our cross-examination 
failed to shake them in the slightest degree. 
Every one of them was certain the body was 
that of ‘Happy Jack’ Wilson, and never a 
doubt seemed to enter into their minds or 
those of the crowd which filled the little 
court-room to the doors and drank in the 
testimony with avidity.
